Those Who Worked Hardest Won

In contest after contest in Monday’s an¬ 
nual town election, those candidates who did 
the most work won. 

Take the School Committee race. Cathy 
Fallon had the best organization, the most 
workers and did the moBt work of any com¬ 
mittee candidate. The results clearly showed, 
She was ahead of her nearest opponent in a 
field of eight by 1,371 votes, an astonishing 
number. 

Those candidates who filed their papers 
and then went about their daily business or 
went to Florida for a couple of weeks and did 
nothing else came in last and near the bottom. 

This year no real issue ever developed in 
most of the townwide contests. True the 
Charter Commission race had a minor issue

over whether a commission should be ap¬ 
pointed or not, and Robert Joyce in his suc¬ 
cessful bid for a Park Commission seat got a 
little something going over electing a dif¬ 
ferent face, but there was never a real issue 
anywhere. 

Thus the election of Individuals was 
decided by name familiarity. 

In the selectmen's race, neither in¬ 
cumbent, John Sullivan or Arthur Dunbar, 
took anything for granted. They were running 
hard, harder than their two challengers, and 
again the results clearly showed. . 

Sullivan led the race, getting 1,437 votes 
ahead of Dunbar, another outstanding 
plurality. Dunbar was ahead of Eugene 
Rotondl by 352 votes and Rotondi ahead of the 
fourth man in that race, Michael Scotti, by 216 
votes. 

Scotti campaigned harder than Rotondi, 
but Rotondi’s name Is better known. He ran 
for selectmen last year and did well, coming 
within 100 votes of success. So though he 
didn't work as hard as Scotti, he had a 
background of familiarity. 

Even in the town meeting contests— 
traditionally creating HtUe Interest—those 


who campaigned did well. Virtual unknowns 
had remarkable success. In Prec. 6, Dominic 
P. Orgettas, who had never run for public 
office before, came in second. 

Orgettas was out there knocking on doors 
and handing out literature. He wanted to win 
and the results show it. He was only six votes 
behind the precinct "boss” Robert Sullivan of 
Hill street. 

In fact, before the absentee votes were 
tabulated, Orgettas was leading that race. 
Elsewhere in the town meeting contests, 
those who put some work in got some results 
out. 

There were some races—Library Trustee 
and Charter Commission—where few did 
anything, making it impossible to show where 
hard work had anything to do with success. 

But in the race for the two seats on the 
Park Commission, a newcomer unseated an 
incumbent because he got out there in the 
gasoline lines, distributed literature and had 
people on the telephone while the two in¬ 
cumbents pretended there was never an 
election in progress. 

Robert Joyce unseated Bruce Hanes by a 
slight margin—158 votes—but he was battling 
powerful odds: lack of interest in the 
contest by the voters, thus making it difficult 
for an Incumbent to be unseated; antagonism 
toward Joyce from the Winchester 
"establishment" and a candidate with im¬ 
pressive credentials: both college professors. 
Incumbent Charles Parkhurst won that race, 
a big 605 votes ahead of Joyce. 

The runner-up in the school race was 
decided by only 97 votes. And probably victor 
Mary Pronski with 1,348 votes did just about 
97 votes more of work than John Noble with 
1,251 votes. 

There was never any doubt that Fallon 
would top that contest. She was all over the 
town. But the second spot had many guessing 
since Pronski and Noble seemed to be putting 
an equal amount of work into the contest. 

No one else was really close since no one 
else really put much work into winning. 
Noble's nearest competitor, Mary Louise 
Eugley, was a huge 406 votes behind. 


There are some races where a challenger 
would have to pull all stops to be able to un¬ 
seat an incumbent, not an impossible feat. In 
the race for Planning Board. Mark R. Holland 
made an impressive showing. With 1,876 to 
Schaefer’s 2,461, he was out by 785 votes. 

Those people who filed their papers and 
then disappeared have no one to blame for 
their poor showings but themselves. When 
you can consider that a relative newcomer to 
Winchester, Charles J. Glassbrenner, came 
fifth in the school race with eight candidates, 
then you can realize the potency of hard work. 
Glassbrenner, he realizes now, didn't work 
hard enough. But he did some work. Enough 
to give him 777 votes. 

Those who trailed Glassbrenner in the 
school race did virtually no work at all. 

So next year when March election rolls 
grouud, candidates who want to be sitting on 
town boards better get rolling. 


Seeks Rezoning 


A hearing called by the Winchester 
Housing Authority to review annual town 
meeting warrant articles brought together 
authority members, the Planning Board and 
the Board of Selectmen last Thursday for 45 
minutes. 

Focus of the meeting was Article 9 of the 
town meeting warrant for a multiple family 
residential district similar to the garden 
apartment district deleted from the new 
zoning by-law adopted last November. 

Specifically, the article asks for rezoning 
of Old Lincoln School, now in a conservancy- 
institutional zone, and the Palmer street 
elderly housing project into the new district. 

Opponents of a general garden apartment 
district have submitted what Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall terms "a more restrictive” 
substitute motion but one which is basically in 


Winchester voters Monday over¬ 
whelmingly approved creation of n charter 
commission, voted back into office their two 
incumbent selectmen and picked two School 
Committee members from a field of eight.

C. Parkhurst with 2,845 votes, easily won 
reelection. 

Former Planning Board Chairman Otto E. 
Schaefer with 2,461 votes successfully fought 
back a challenge to his Planning Board 
candidacy from Mark R, Holland with 1.676. 

George Louis Andersen, an assessor for 
one year,with 2,812 votes was no match for 
challenger Charles S. Margosian with 1,391. 

Winners in the Charter Commission race 
were, in order of finishing, Vincent G. Carroll, 
Clara M. Hewis, Michael D. Saraco, Jason W. 
Dade, Robert C. Ericson, Francis F. Cullen. 
William T. Ryerson, Ann II. Oppenhelmer 
and Arlene B. Champoux, 

The question whether or not to activate a 
commission passed 2,700 to 771,

5,000 Guns Here; Chief Bowler Favors National Controls

Winchester Police Chief Edward F. 
Bowler would like to see a national uniform 
gun law, but doubts we'll ever see it. 

His reason for skepticism is that present 
laws from slate to stale are far afield and the 
way of life and attitudes of citizens across the 
nation varies. 

There are those who would say do away 
with all guns while others would have no 
controls at all, the chief explains, adding that 
in some parts of the country it is not un¬ 
common to see a rifle leaning against a 
mantel while in other sections gun owners 
keep weapons hidden. 

In Massachusetts, Bowler says, the law 
does nol require guns to be registered unless 
they are carried by owners. 

An owner is supposed to obtain a firearm 
identification card to indicate possession of a 
gun, To obtain this card a resident does not 
have to identify reasons for possession or 
number of guns. 

But if he carries a gun on his person or in a 
vehicle he is required by law to obtain a 
permit. 


In Winchester the police chief is Ihe permit 
issuing authority, He reports that about 5,000 
firearm identification cards have been issued 
over the past five or six years. Of these, he 
has issued about 400 permits to carry guns. 

Bowler cites reasons residents give when 
interviewed for wanting to carry First, there 
are those who need a gun in their work, such 
as security guards. There are businessmen 
who work in a high crime area and feel the 
need for protection. And there are sportsmen 
who hunt or target practice. 

In recent years there has been much open 
discussion on the prosand cons of gun control. 
Before the legislature are two bills to ban 
handguns. One would ban all handguns with a 
barrel of five inches or under while the other 
would ban all handguns with barrels of 10 
inches and under, 

The chief said he doesn't want to get into 
giving an opinion on the bills but notes he 
considers "guns a burden to me.” 

He said he met with the Massachusetts 
police chiefs last week. "There was much 


confusion" at the meeting hut "I expect they 
will come up with a position soon." 

With all the assissinations and gun interest 
in recent years, the chief says today there are 
more guns and gun owners than ever before. 

He points out that people are influenced by 
a feeling that crime has increased and their 
lives and property are endangered, he says. 

People are influenced by publicity, he 
notes, adding "! can always predict un up¬ 
surge of gun interest by keeping abreast of 
Ihe news. 

lie also speaks of those who will got keep a 
gun in the house. Frequently, after a man dies 
his widow will call saying she do -sn’t want to 
keep the gun of the deceased and doesn't 
know what to do with it. In this case the police 
will pick up the weapon which is then turned 
over to the Dept, of Public Safety along with 
other weapons which muy have been siezed 
from criminals, 

George Windisch of the Dept, of Public 
Safety ballistics office says that guns turned 
over to them are processed for disposal by 
being broken up with sledge hammers and 
dumped at sea or melted in smelters. 

Residents applying for permit to carry a 
gun ore fingerprinted, photographed and 


asked to provide certain data which Is In¬ 
vestigated locally and at distant points, such 
as the police department of a former 
residence, It is possible a license may have 
been revoked at the former address, the chief 
notes. 

When all the information is gathered, 
Bowler conducts an interview. He admits it is 
nol easy to get a permit, "This is serious 
business." 

Since he has the responsibility of issuing 
permits Bowler says he wants an applicant to 
be aware that heis"nol obtaining a permit for 
exhibitionism" or that he should not be a 
"one-man vigilante squad" out to settle 
neighborhood disputes. 

Bowler cautions those who own guns to call 
the Police Department in times of trouble in 
their home. He points out that the "average 
person is no match for a criminal with a gun. 
The criminal most always has the ad¬ 
vantage." 

He warns those with whom he talks nol to 
"let their imaginations run away with them 
and see things under beds or dangerous 
situations which do not exist.” 

Since Bowler has been with the Winchester

Cambridge Acts 
To Meet Ch. 766 

A physical education program designed by 
Cambridge School officials to prevent and 
remediate physical problems leading to 
perceptual learning difficulties was the focal 
point of the Northeastern Massachusetts 
Assn, of Physical Education Directors 
recently in Cambridge.

wishes of local residents, 

They suggest expanding the Knox Trail 
network of bicycle and hiking trails and 
making the trail more passable. The com¬ 
mission also urges establishing a network of 
cycle paths through historically interesting 
and attractive parts of towns to connect with 
the Knox Trail. Winchester would have no 
trouble fitting into this network because of its 
position along the route of the Middlesex 
Canal, said Mrs. Arnott. 

Frank Curtis, member of the Winchester 
Historical Commission, has traced a network 
of interlocking Walking and bicycling trails 
onto a map of the town. They are of historical, 
architectural and recreational interest. None 
call for significant expenditure of money. A 
booklet would be made available with in¬ 
formation about each suggested stopping 
place. Townspeople may examine the 
proposed routes and offer suggestions at the 
time of town meeting. 

Winchester is fortunate in the number and 
archltectureal variety of well kept older 
homes that have been remodelled inside but 
left basically unchanged externally, said Eva 
Arnott. It also has the distinction of having a 
cemetery that was landscaped by Frederick 
Law Olmstead, 19th century American land¬ 
scape architect, she noted. 

While the proposed trails and booklet 
would not be designed to attract many outside 
visitors to the town, they would provide 
townspeople with a framework for a family 
outing explained Mrs. Arnott. She hopes some 
would be used by teachers for walking field 
trips. 

Plans are being formulated for a late 
spring tour of Winchester houses of special 
interest. 

The Winchester Historical Commission is 
interested in receiving comments and 
suggestions from townspeople. Mrs. Arnott 
said “The Bicentennial should be a 
celebration which will bring together the 
talents and interests of different people who 
hopefully will be as successful in the outcome 
of their work together as their spiritual an¬ 
cestors were in 1776.”

The youth vote was disappointingly absent 
both at the polls and in candidates. Isn’t there 
some way we can get the young people in¬ 
terested in their community?

We’ve got to get 
the 18 to 25-year-old age bracket involved in 
town affairs. 

Bill Ryerson, who won a seat on the 
Charter Commission, now holds four elected 
offices: Charter, Town Constable, town 
meeting member and Park Commissioner. 

And speaking of a charter commission, it's 
time The Star gave that board its capital 
letters. It’s now legally the Winchester 
Charter Commission. 


The election to the School Committee of 
Cathy Fallon and Mary Pronski puts two 
quite oppoBlteson the board.

The only thing I knew about the guy was that 
he is the son of James Cullen, owner of The 
Block, and a town meeting member. 

I’m told by everyone else who knows 
anything about town politics that Cullen won 
because the voters mistook him for Judge 
Francis P. Cullen, who lives at 78 Bacon st. 

Charter Commissioner Francis F, Cullen 
lives at 82 Bacon st., just next door. 

Another interesting rift that will develop is 
on the Charter Commission. The voters, as 
predicted, picked the names most familiar to 
them and those they picked, for the most part, 
are individuals of singular minds. 

Serving on the commission should be an

WBA Explains 
Zoning Inaction

There was considerable discussion of the 
Winchester Business Association's failure to 
support a zoning proposal for the mid-rise 
apartments in the center at a special meeting 
of officials last Wednesday. 

The meeting was called to implement 
action in the center business district. One of 
the issues raised—changes in parking—has 
been discussed repeatedly during the last 
several years with the same differences of 
opinion expressed. 

It should be pointed out that several voices 
heard at that meeting are not of the WBA 
membership. 

Problems improving the center are many- 
sided. They comprise the immediate and the 
long term. The immediate is being dealt with 
by the WBA in such ways as seeking better 
lighting, asking for street cleaning, policing 
of nuisance factors, re-examining parking 
and traffic patterns and seeking to attract 
new stores. 

It comprises anything that can be changed 
without major financial committment or 
major physical changes In the town. The 
limited success cannot be attributed to in¬ 
sufficient effort. The problems are linked 
with mode of town government and financing. 
On the whole the WBA has worked out dif¬ 
ferences of opinion on these issues and has 
worked to improve them. 

Regarding the long term, however, the 
WBA has not been cohesive, Some members 
feel ll is a waste of effort to consider this 
aspect and would prefer to concentrate on the 
immediate. 

Dissenters have not opposed this aspect 
but have simply not worked for it. Those with 
vision who have been concerned with long¬ 
term needs of the town—and the center—have 
initiated a comprehensive program. 

They have formulated a concept in which 
the town could have a lively shopping center, 
with pedestrian area for leisurely shopping. 
They think of the town as a place that should 
be enjoyed in other ways—as a place to meet 
people as in restaurants and parks; as a place 
for entertainment and social activity for the 
elderly as well as the young. 

A series of open meetings were sponsored 
at which architectural planners presented 
examples of center renewal such as the WBA 
envisaged. 

The WBA formed a citizen’s committee to 
serve as a contact between itself and the 
people of the town. Thirty or so of the town’s 
main organizations were contacted 
periodically and informed of meetings and 
asked to come back with their own views. 

This Initiated an attempt to coordinate 
town IdeaB, an attempt now officially spon- 
aored by the selectmen. Reponse from these 
organizations was disappointingly sparse, 
This seems to illustrate the danger of apathy. 
People are not willing to make the effort to 
help formulate policy, but are all to ready to 
pull down the finished product If they dislike 

Regarding zoning for mid-rise apartments 
In the center, the WBA was afraid that such a 
zone would lead the town to take an 
Irrevocable step and therefore preferred to 
see a program of multiple use areas to en¬ 
courage creative development. 

Off-street parking need not be visible from 
the street. Buildings can be angled to allow 
for charm In design and more landscaping. 
Two architects have outlined such plans 
verbally to the WBA. 

However, to present them to the town in 
the form of architecturally sound drawings is 
eoatiy.

Ryerson said the six new wells will be 
drilled in the Davidson Park area, “a natural 
watershed with a dam to control water level 
and up-stream from the Swift & Co. wells. 


This will supply any additional supply of 
water to Leonard Beach, providing a better 
and more reliable flow of water.” 

The commissioner said the five wells now 
being used will be kept in operation. Their 
flow will be improved by a new pump, he said. 

Ryerson snid in a committee report: “A 
submerged pump house at Davidson Park 
with a pump, motor and electricity brought 
underground will be provided.

The WBA therefore hoped that the option 
for Imaginative planning be left open by 
allowing mixed planning in one part of the 
downtown area The reason its proposal for 
mixed zoning was not pursued for the coming 
town meeting was not loss of interest, but a 
technical one, related to the time factor and 
legal aspects of rephrasing the new zoning by¬ 
laws. 

The nature and possibilities of mixed 
zoning are as yet poorly understood. In order 
to illustrate the possibilities envisioned, one 
must have architecturally sound drawings. 

The WBA does not as a group have the 
means to raise (he necessary finunces to 
present them. Unless the town feels the same 
way and thinks (he investment in such plans 
would yield a high enough return in taxes to 
warrant making that investment, there is 
obviously going to be no action. 

For the next few months the WBA will of 
necessity concentrate on the immediate. It 
wil seek to improve lighting, aim at having 
the Btreets swept once more, and will re¬ 
examine, with the Planning Board, Ihe 
parking situation.

The law further attempts to require 
evaluation of needs of children and adequacy 
of special education programs before 
placement is made and asks for periodic 
evaluation of the benefit of the program to 
children and their needs thereafter. 

Further, the law attempts to prevent 
denials of equal education opportunity on the 
basis of national origin, sex, economic status, 
race, religion, and physical or mental han¬ 
dicap in the provision of differential

of a child, and disaster or casualty losses are 
urged to apply. 

Those who wish to apply may get forms at 
the principal’s office in each school . Infor¬ 
mation given on the application will be 
treated as confidential and will be used only 
for the purpose of determining eligibility. 

Applications may be submitted any time 
during (he school year. In certain cases foster 
children are eligible for free or reduced 
priced meals regardless of family income. 
Separate applications for each foster child 
should be filed. 

Under the provision of the national policy, 
school principals review all applications and 
determine eligibility. If a parent is 
dissatisfied with the ruling of the office, he or 
she may make a request either orally or in 
writing for a hearing to appeal the decision lo 
Supt. MacDonald. 

Hearing procedures are outlined in the 
policy and a complete copy of the policy is on 
file in the superintendent’s office. 

The policy also provides that there will be 
no identification and-or discrimination 
against any child because of his race, sex, 
color, national origin or ineligibility to pay the 
full price of the meal.

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Outreach Is Goal At St. Eulalia’s 


Religious Mews 


Outreach 1b a word often used in religious 
circles to describe an approach by a church to 
reach out and fulfill special needs of 
parishioners and the community at large. 

The clergymen and lay leaders of St. 
Eulalia's Roman Catholic Church, which next 
month will celebvrate its eighth year of 
existence, attempt to involve the church in 
outreach. 

According to Msgr. Joseph Lyons, pastor 
of 1,2000 families from Winchester and 
Arlington making up the parish, reaching out 
is in line with directives of the Second Vatican 
Council involving clergy and laity in the 
liturgy, education, stewardship and decision 
making. Rev. Lyons calls this partnership 
“co ■responsibility,” 

Rev. Lyons and Mrs. Nicholas Gloria 
Fitzgerald Jr., president of the parish 
council, say education is the first step toward 
effecting outreach. The parish hired a lay 
religious education coordinator, Steve 
Beirne, 

This year's education budget, $31,000, 
covers programs for youths and adults. 
Curricula material is approved by the 
religious education department of the Arch¬ 
diocese of Confraturnity of Christian Doc¬ 
trine, which handles religious education for 
parochial schools and adult programs, 

Mrs. Fitzgerald says the parish “is for¬ 
tunate to have a heavy volunteer program” 
including master teachers, experienced 
professional volunteers who oversee other 
volunteers in grades 1-6. There are 10 classes 
for each grade, In addition there Is a special 
education class on Saturday mornings led by 
Mrs. Joseph Buonamo. 

For junior high and high school students, 
the Christian education program “runs the 
full gamut of theolgical studies,” says Mrs. 
Fitzgerald. Past mini-course electives have 
included the Gospel according to St. Luke, art 
in the church, comparative religions, values 
clarification, and “there was even a course in 
yoga squeezed in,” recalls Father Lyons. 

Study courses for adults, some of which 
have been presented on an ecumenical basis, 
have been in evidence at the church In recent 
years. Many parishioners are expecting to 
participate in a program sponsored by the 
Winchester Interfaith Education Committee 
in conjunction with the Winchester School 
Department. Called "Sermon on the Mount," 
the five-week course will begin March 5 and 
be held on Tuesdays at 8 p.m, at Winchester 
High School. Prof. Donald T. Rowlingson, 
former pastor and university professor of the 
New Testament at Boston University, is 
leader. 

Some adult programs have focused on 
abortion and other social issues. Also there 
are cultural programs such as theatre group 
which attends plays and follows with 
discussion. 

To further meet the needs of adults, 
pastoral duties include marital counseling. 
Rev. Lyons says all of the priests at St. 
Eulalia's are taking courses to better equip 
them in this area. 


Liturgy 

Rev. Lyons points to parishioner par¬ 
ticipation In the liturgical service as an im¬ 
portant aspect of outreach and co- 
responslbllity. As pastor, he says he tries “to 
teach through the worship service by having a 
coordinated liturgical service which includes 
readings from the Gospel, both the Old and 
New Testaments, to make the sermon 
relevant to today’s issues, and to include laity 
as much as possible.” 

To promote meaningful liturgies which are 
“constantly evolving,” Dierdre Patrick 
serves aB paid liturgical director for the 
parish. 

The laity not only read scriptures at all 
masses, but 18 laymen and women assist 
priests by distributing communiun. For the 
•most part parishioners have favorably ac¬ 
cepted this recently revived practice, Rev. 
Lyons says. But those who prefer the 
traditional method of the past 400 years are 
still able to take communion from a priest 
rather than a layperson and some “take 
advantage of the opportunity," Rev. Lyons 
notes. 

At St. Eulalia’s, through ihe joint efforts of 
the priests and the parish council which has 
members representing all districts of the 
parish, an attempt is made to provide variety 
to meet the needs of all sectors of the wor¬ 
shiping congregation. "This is why 
traditional services remain an important port 
of worship along with folk masses and music 
programs," says Mrs. Fitzgerald. 

Another aspect of outreach and co¬ 
responsibility may be seen in the new method 
of offering monetary gifts to the church. Rev. 
Lyons says parishioners no longer pay for 
their seats on Sunday nor do they place of¬ 
ferings in a collection plate. Instead, as part 
of the One-Shared Response program, 
families sit down and determine what they 
will share with the church and how they will 
pay it (weekly, monthly, quarterly, an¬ 
nually.) This program which “unclutters the 
liturgy" appears to have helped parishioners 
“feel a desire to sacrificially give,” Rev. 
Lyons notes. 

Transformations 

What has outreach and co-responsiblllty 
meant for St. Eulalia's Church and its 
membership? 

The best evidence of Us success, sayd 
Father Lyons, are the “transformations” of 
people and their "Christian service” and 
"achievement in a higher dimension of self 
giving” In such programs as Fish, helping in 
programs for the retarded and alcoholic and 
participation in programs for peace. 

Elaborating, he speaks of parishioners 
who visit Fernald School each week and work 
on a one-to-one basis with residents. This 
program, which involves youths and adults 
from St. Eulalia's, is led by Rev. Henry A. 
Marquard, formerly of St. Eulalia’s, who Is 
now chaplain at the institution, 

Other parishioners are actively engaged in 
programs to help alcoholic men who reside at 
the Pine Street Inn, Boston, and women 


domiciled at High street location in Dor¬ 
chester. 

The parish also helps to support St. John's 
an St. Hugh's parishes. Dorchester, which 
minister primarily to blacks. 

Mrs Fitzgerald eagerly speaks about the 
youth of the parish. She says the CYO 
(Catholic Youth Organization) Is n “dynamic 
group which is self-supporting and self- 
directed," They have n representative on the 
parish council which has allowed youth an 
opportunity to become more involved. She 
speaks of the adults of the congregation as 
"just beginning to be receptive to their 
voices." 

Taking advantage of an opportunity when 
Rev. Lyons left the room. Mrs. Fitzgerald 
said “None of this could happen without 
him ,” She spoke of Rev. Lyons as being “the 
most understanding and easv-to-work per¬ 
son” because he is “just as human as the rest 
of us. He gives endlessly and tirelessly. He 
carries many burdens yet he helps people to 
grow. He Is so well loved. He allows people to 
be. He does no usurp,” she concluded just as 
he returned to the scene, 

St. Eulalia 

Rev. Lyons, who was ordained in 1933, has 
been at St. Eulalia’s Parish since it was built 
and opened. On a tour of the church, Rev. 
Lyons pointed to a statue of St. Eulalia. She 
was a teenager who refused to capitulate 
during the early church, he said. She held her 
faith and purity and was mariyrd. She is the 
patron saint of Barcelona, Spain, and 
patroness of fishermen. 

The sanctuary oif the church hns its own 
appearance of reaching out to the 
congregation. This came about several years 
ago, said Rev. Lyons, when the altar was 
extended five or six yards into the pew sec¬ 
tion. Pews face the altar on all sides. From 
behind, as a part of the altar is the choir 
section. 

Stained glass windows on one side of the 
sanctuary reflect scenes from the Old 
Testament and on the other, the New 
Testament. Orf rear windows are pictures of 
Pope John, Pope Paul and the Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. 

Both Mrs. Fitzgerald and Rev. Lyons 
speak of the geographic location of St. 
Eulalia’s as having many advantages "by 
being an inter-community parish” and 
ministering to people in both Winchester and 
Arlington, Instead of being a Winchester 
church or an Arlington church we "the St. 
Eulalia’s community,” Rev. Lyons con¬ 
cludes.

Police Department there has never been a 
killing by gun. However, he points lo in¬ 
stances when police arc called where an in¬ 
toxicated family member may be 
’‘threatening with a gun.” On the scene, 
police may discover the person is threatening 
with words only and Ihe gun is in another 
room 

The chief tells a story about an incident in 
another town. There was a report of a shot. On 
investigation it was discovered a man ac¬ 
cidentally shol his wife while cleaning his 
gun. 

Asked why he hud ammunition in the gun 
he explained he was expecting an invasion of 
the Black Panthers and wanted to be 
prepared. 

"That degree of mentality won’t get a gun 
permit from me," Bowler says. 

The chief says he can’t stop anyone from 
owning a gun. "The law is very liberal” but 
there are two situations where a gun permit 
can he withheld: in the case of a person 
having been a convicted felon within the past 
five years, or in a situation of mental illness. 

The law requires that the a person must 
produce a permit to carry ammunition or a 
firearm identification card to buy am¬ 
munition. 

If Ihe chief doesn’t grant a permit for other 
reasons, the applicant may appeal to the 
district court, "hut very few people do this," 
the chief notes. 

"We have token few licenses away," the 
chief says. 

Last year there were 194 housebreaks in 
Winchester. In one out of 20 situations there 
was a handgun involved. Guns were also used 
in some drug and vuriety store holdups, the 
chief notes, 

Criminals, law enforcement officors and 
citizens seeking personal and home protec¬ 
tion are not the only persons using handguns. 
There are sportsmen who hunt nnd those who 
target shoot. The chief says there are target 
ranges in the area. There is one at Camp 
Curtis Guild in Wakefield, an MDC target 
range in Stoneham and one in Winchester in 
the basement of buildings between Church 
and Park streets. 

Police officer Mario Buzzotta, who has had 


specialized training with the FBI, is ranee 
officer. 

The range is used primarily by auxiliary 
police who use 22 calibre pistols. Targets are 
at a distance of about 25 yards. 

The Winchester Recreation Department 
holds target shooting programs at (he range. 
The chief says these programs are thoroughly 
supervised. "A representative of the police 
department is always there and range rules 
must he followed,." 

Though regular officers use the Win¬ 
chester range, most go to an MDC facility. In 
addition, the chief notes, all Winchester police 
officers lake training programs at least twice 
a year. 

A hunting license is obtained through the 
town clerk in conjunction with the Police 
Department, Permits for machine guns and 
similar weapons are granted through the 
FBI.

Open Gym Program To Stop 
In May . Resume Next Fall 


Come May. Ihe $5,000 allocated by the 
School Committee for the community use of 
schools program is expected to run out. 

According to Francis Lane, director of the 
program, the money pays the cost of 
supervision and for referees, He points to the 
program as a "tremendous success." 

As of March 1 the open gyin program has 
attracted 425 adults and 505 youths. 

When the budget Is depleted the program 
will terminate for the year meaning that the 
plan of using the high school gymnasium by 
members of the community ran for 22 weeks. 

Lane notes there has been an increase in 
the budget for next year. The gym program 
will probably begin again early In September 
and continue through to June. 

Lane reports that during the 25 hours per 
week the gym is open it is always busy. Adult- 


onlv sessions attract from 50 to 100. On 
weekends between 200 and 400 use the 
building's facilities on a dally basis. 

During the February vacation the gym 
was open for 67 hours and continually drew a 
crowd-mostly high school and college age 
members, 

Lane maintains that "even with a large 
turnout, seldom does anyone have to wait 
around. The gym will accommodate 75-100 at 
once. 

The schedule over the last two months has 
been as follows: 

Sunday. 9 a.m, - 7 p.m.. open to those 15 
and over; Wednesday. 7 a.m. 7-10 p.m.. adults 
only, those 15 and over; Wednesday and 
Thursday. 7-10 p.m.. open to adults only. 18 
and over; Friday, 7-10 p.m.. for those 15 and 
over; and Saturday. 1-7 p.m.. for those 15 and 
over. 


Children under age 15 arc permitted to use 
the gym hut only if accompanied by a parent 
or adult guardian. This applies to all Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday sessions only. On 
Wednesday and Thursday evenings no one 
under 18 is allowed in the gym or locker 
rooms. 

Shower and locker facilities are available 
Wednesday. Thursday and Friday evenings 
only. Participants must bring their mve 
towels.

Who Gets Into College? ‘Anyone’ 


“Who Gets into College?” was the subject 
of the guest speaker at the winter meeting of 
the Winchester College Club which heard the 
answer: Anyone, 

The luncheon meeting recently at 
Crawford Methodist Church featured speaker 
Cecile Christensen, coordinator of admissions 
for the Massachusetts slate college system. 

Colleges are eager to attract students 
these days, Ms. Christensen said. They will 
help students find ways to attain goals. 
Aspiring students will find that going to 
college has become more of a buyer’s 
market, she said. 

There are 11 Massachusetts state colleges 
offering more than 50 majors in every field, 
she said. No longer are these colleges 
oriented strictly to teacher preparation; they 
have become increasingly directed toward 
other professions and the liberal arts, she 
said. 

Ms. Christensen continued, saying that the 
state colleges are some of the oldest four-year 
state institutions in the country supported by 
public funds, greatly reducing the costs to the 
individual student. Tuition is $300 per year. 
Estimated total expenses for a school year 
are between $1,000 and $2,200, depending upon 


choices of campus, living arrangements and 
other expenses. 

Ms. Christensen urged students to fill out 
the college entrance examination board's 
student personal interests, activities and 
characteristics. Aiding the college to help the 
student adjust to campus life by directing 
activities to groups of common interest. 

If a student needs financial aid in order to 
attend college, the federal government offers 
help, she said. As a first step in applying for 
funds, the parents should fill out a parents 
confidential statement. This form, processed 
by the college scholarship service for $6.25, 
tells parents how much money the student 
will need to attend the college he has selected. 
Any aid granted the student goes directly to 
the college. 

A new government plan, “Entitlement 
Grant," sends the money directly to the 
student who may use it at any college he 
chooses. The maximum amount of the grants 
is $440. Ms. Christensen hopes this program 
will expand. 

State colleges offer higher education and 
degrees to persons of all ages. Often classes 
can be arranged for mothers with small 
children at convenient hours and with 


cooperative baby sitting, she said. 

There are opportunities to save time and 
money by taking tests based on life ex¬ 
perience, in college level examination 
program tests. Successful scores can mean 
instant college credits. Transfers from 
community or junior colleges are given 
special assistance by the state college 
system. 

Careful pre-planning will allow credits 
earned at community colleges to be applied lo 
a four-year degree from one of the 11 
Massachusetts slate colleges.

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Center Still Under Study 


Winchester Center and its future was the 
«plc of an informal meeting among public 
officials and local businessmen last week. 

The purpose of the meeting, expected to 
pave the way for an action task force to deal 
•vlth problems in the center, was to improve 
communication and feedback among public 
officials, merchants and the general public. 

Present were selectmen, members of the 
Planning Board and the Winchester Business 
Association and Interested citizens. 

Jack Chitelof Chltel’s Men’s Store said the 
center has drifted toward deterioration and 
-decay. He pointed to increasing vacancies, 

• stores moving or closing, and an increase in 
"discount operations as noticeable changes in 
! the Center. 

Specific problems discussed Included 
parking, street lighting and sidewalks, ab¬ 
sentee property owners, assessing practices 
and abatements, redevelopment and zoning. 

Planning Board chairman Michael 
Boodaklan asked for comments ,n a parking 
i mall idea which would convt. t Main street 
between Mount Vernon street and Mystic 
Valley parkway to a parking plaza. This 
would allow for the addition of 38 angled 
parking spaces. 

Irene Schneller, speaking for absent 
Winchester Business Association (WBA) 
president Nancy Dressier pointed to studies 
showing that nothing happens until a town 
trieB "something” to encourage a developer 
to show interest in change. 

David Klein of the Winchester Rexall Drug 
on Main street said he was opposed to any 
type of blocking off or making Main street 
one-way. Opposing doing away with parking 
meters, he said he liked to have a situation 
where people come and move along since his 
business is based have a situation where 
people can come and move along. 

Jack Scanlon of the News Shop, also op¬ 
posed to the mall idea, said the absence of a 
major tenant such as Filene’s is a drawback. 

Richard Murphy of Porter Realty 
suggested "local resident sticker parking” as 
used in Wellesley as a way of keeping out-of- 
town all day parkers from having an ad¬ 
vantage over local residents. Without 
stickers, commuters would park in areas set 
aside for them or be tagged, he said. 

John Looney, former chairman of the 
Center Business District Study Committee, 
said that results showed "stratified random 
sampling of town residents” the single most 
important problem in Winchester Center Is 
parking. He said people define the center in 
terms of use and in terms of parking. 


The study, Looney said, Indicated that 
food, banking and drug stores are most often 
considered first. Gasoline stations run a close 
second. 

Most residents prefer to park within 100 
yards of a business, he noted. Because people 
come to buy, not to shop in a center business 
district, we need increased parking, Looney 
said. 

On long range planning Selectman William 
Chapman suggested businessmen get 
together on.what they want for the center. He 
pointed out there Is a difference between what 
is best for an individual business and the total 
center community. 

"WBA needs a focal point of agreement if 
you are trying to work with town govern¬ 
ment," said William Holland, Planning Board 
member. 

Selectmen John Sullivan pointed to an 
increased volume of business trade as a 
necessity. He asked: How do you get property 
' owners to develop what they own? What can 
we do to make it attractive? 

Sullivan said, a businessman isn’t going to 
come to Winchester unless he can build above 
the ground. Private capital is needed for 
apartments or condominiums, he said. 

Kenneth Trevett of Woodside road called 
for the town to seriously think about making a 
moderate investment of $25,000 to $50,000 to 
get the downward trend turned around by 
"buying Into the future of the community." 

On the subject of zoning a difference of 
opinion between the Plannning Board and the 
businessmen was apparent. WBA favors 
"mixed-use" zoning allowing both business 
and residential development in the same 
area. 

The Planning Board had proposed a mid¬ 
rise apartment district for the center. This 
was amended at last fall’s town meeting from 
a height of 80 feet to a limitation of 45 feet. 
Some of the businessmen consider the 
amendments made the district economically 
non-feasible. 

Boodaklan cited the lack of business 
support for the original mid-rise zone. 

Holland said the mixed-use is not a trend in 
a small community, noting people who can 
pay high rents of $4OO-$5O0 will not want to live 
above shops. 

Otto E. Schaefer of the Planning Board 
spoke of the beauty of the town, its new zoning 
by-law centerely a higher density district and 
located center as assets, A group to provide 
leadership and explore positive way of doing 
things is needed, he said.

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Finance Says 
Tax Increase 
May Be $3.33 

The Winchester Finance Committee 
estimates the tax rate for the fiscal year 
ending 1975 wilt be $65.33, an increase of $3.33. 

In announcing this preliminary tax rate 
estimate, Chairman James Lane draws at¬ 
tention to what he terms “a number of 
variable factors involved” as follows: 

The calculation of the tax rate is based on 
today’s best estimate of the Cherry Sheet, 
which spells out charges and receipts from 
the state, county, MDC, MBTA; and on a 
projected tax base, the total value of real and 
personal property. 

“For both of the above factors, we should 
have firm figures by the start of the annual 
town meeting (3-28),” he says. 

The estimate is also predicated on the 
departmental budgets as presently recom¬ 
mended by the Finance Committee and 
printed in its report. “A number of budgets 
are subject to possible revision before all the 
annual town meeting, and of course all of 
them are amendable at the town meeting, 
Lane says. 

Special articles are included in the tax rate 
computation only to the extent that sufficient 
information (particularly costs) has been 
made available, and where the Finance 
Committee has voted a favorable recom¬ 
mendation. “This category is quite likely to 
undergo an upward revision during both town 
meetings,” Lane advised. 

The Finance Committee considers a $3.33 
increase to be “normal,” in contrast to the 
pa9t two years when a number of non¬ 
recurring favorable circumstances 
prevailed, and “we dipped substantially into 
“available” funds. 

“The Finance Committee wants to em¬ 
phasize that with expenditures Increasing at 
roughly six percent per year and a tax base 
rising at only one percent, anything less than 
a five percent annual increase (over the long 
term) is absolutely impossible,” Lane con¬ 
cluded. 

The tax rate foi fiscal year 1974 was $82; in 
1973 it was $61; and in 1971 it was $61.30. 

Smoky Fire Sends 
WHS Students Home 

Firefighters used sledge hammers to 
knock holes in a wall at Winchester High 
School Tuesday shortly before noon to locate 
the Bource of a smoky fire. 

The school's 1,300 students were sent home 
after smoke drifted down some corridors in 
the new $13 million-plus building. 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico said source of 
the fire was a burned book of matches found 
Jammed between two exterior walls. The 
chief said the smoke from the matchbook and 
several cigarettes entered the school's 
ventilating syBtem. 

The small fire was located in a cement 
partition opposite the school office. 

The matchbook cover was thought to have 
caused a smoldering of some kind of a tar 
base substance used in construction. Holes 
were smashed Into two sides of one wall and 
water hosed in prior to the discovery of the 
matchbook.

Selectmen Split On Zoning 


The selectmen were sharply divided at 
their board meeting this week over creation 
of an apartment zone in Winchester, voting 3- 
2 in favor of the so-called Ericson amend¬ 
ment. 

The amendment seeks to lessen the impact 
of the Winchester Housing Authority proposal 
for creation of an apartment zone to 
legitimize the already constructed Palmer 
street elderly housing and pave the way for a 
new elderly housing complex. 

Those who oppose the WHA zoning 
revision feel an elderly housing district could 
be too easily amended to be expanded for 
construction of other kinds of multiple 
housing. 

Those who favor the amendment of Robert 
C. Ericson say that its intent is to diminish 
town meeting opposition to an apartment zone 
and thus is “a practical way of gaining near 
unanimous town meeting support for the 
zoning of the two sites currently required by 
the Winchester Housing Authority.” 

Articles 9 and 10 at the annual town 
meeting which begins March 28 will vote on 
new zoning for the sites on Palmer st. and at 
the Old Lincoln School off Washington st. 

A special town meeting begins tonight at 
7:45 p.m. in the new high school. First item on 
the agenda is an appropriation for im¬ 
provements to Leonard Beach. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said he 
believed the Ericson amendment legal. He 
also said he felt the WHA-proposed district 
could possibly be expanded to permit con¬ 
struction of housing by public agencies other 
than *he WHA. 

But, he pointed out, town meeting action 
would be required to rezone particular sites, 
applying the land to the apartment district. 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith moved that 


the Ericson amendment be approved as a 
means of getting the rezoning for the two 
sites. 

Selectman Vito A. Giarrizzo demurred. “I 
believe this board is being presumptuous if it 
presumes town meeting will vote down the 
Planning Board proposal. I Want to see the 
zone established to see the elderly housing go 
forward.” 

The Planning Board worked with WHA in 
preparing the new zone. 

Selectman William G. Chapman Jr, called 
it "demeaning" toward the Planning Board 
and town meeting for the selectmen to vote 
their support of an amendment before town 
meeting acts. “WeTe doing neither any 
favor.” 

But Selectman John J. Sullivan was

In addition, the committee discussed 
curtailment of Its winter program because of 
lack of money, met in executive session for 45 
minutes to discuss a “personality" and voted 
to adopt a policy on requests for Recreation 
funds from outside sources. 

The vote to fight any budget cut came after 
a lengthy meeting with John Larkin of the 
Finance Committee. At the request of the 
Recreation Committee, Larkin said he would 
ask Finance to consider separating the senior 
citizen budget from the recreation budget, 
merged this year for the first time. 

"It’s deceiving," Recreation Chairman 
Thomas W. Mullaney said of combining the 
two budgets, The chairman said Recreation’s 
budget has increased "slightly over four 
percent” over last year. 

But when Recreation's budget is combined 
with the elderly budget the figures show an 
increase of 8.1 percent. Recreation member 
Peter Kennedy Tuily said the elderly figures 
are "hidden” in the new budget. 

Members of the Recreation Committee 
went over with Finance Member Larkin 
every item on the budgets. The committee 
had previously agreed on a total of $530 in 
cuts. Finance later cut the budget an ad¬ 
ditional $450. Requested was $85,463. Finance 
agreed to a total budget of $78,297, up 8.) 
percent over last year. 

Recreation member John W. Noble said, 
"The town meeting and the Personnel Board 
have mandated programs. But in doing so 
have forced us to eliminate programs." 

Recreation Member Howard R. Goodrow 
asked Finance member Larkin: “Which 
programs do you want us to cut?” 

“We’ll leave that up to you,” Larkin 
replied. 

Recreation Director Donald L. Spinney 
said that much of the budget increase was the 
result of the Personnel Board increasing 
salaries. 

“In other words,” Goodrow said, “because 
of the action of the Personnel Board, 
Recreation has to cut its programs." 

Larkin said Finance's rationale was that 
this is a belt lightening year and all depart¬ 
ments must cut back. 

On a motion of Goodrow, all five members 
of the committee voted to defend the 
Recreation budget against any additional 
cuts by Finance. 


In another matter, all the members voted 
to oppose Article 32 at the town meeting which 
seeks to abolish the committee and transfer 
its responsibilities to the Board of Park 
Commissioners, an elected board. Recreation 
members are appointed. 

Recreation member Noreen E. Connell 
said, “The Park Department just couldn'l 
handle it.”

Still Not Ready 

Another year of spring sports is underway 
at Winchester High and there is grave doubt 
that the vast new playing fields beyond the 
tracks will be available for sports or phyical 
education. 

It is certain thut the baseball team will 
play Us home games ut Manchester Field and 
Coach Manny Marshall’s outdoor trackslers 
face another full season of meets on the road. 

The baseball diamond has a lorge 
depression in front of the shortstop position 
which must be regraded. There is a distinct 
possibility the entire baseball field may have 
to be repositioned. The track does not have an 
inside rail. There are other facilities which 
are not ready for use. 

Whether or not the entire surface of the 
playing fields must be resurfaced is still 
undecided. If such extensive work is not 
needed the lacrosse team may be able to use 
the field, otherwise they will play their games 
at Leonard Field as in other years. 

The spring program of girls sports will not 
beaffectedsince the softball is played at Ginn 
Field and tennis at the refiular courts. 

A major resurfacing, however, would hit 
the physical education classes hard, 
necessitating assignment to the gymnasium. 

The spring sports teams would also be 
forced Indoors for practice during inclement 
weather, Athletic Director Henry Knowlton is 
working out alternative plans in case the 
playing fields are unavailable. 

It is three years this month that the high 
school was occupied. Except for a few soccer 
and field hockey games last year and practice 
sessions for the 1973 football 11, this multi¬ 
million dollar plant has seen little use of 
Athletic facilities. There was limited use on 
pleasant days early last fall for the physical 
education classes. 

The fields are built on reclaimed land 
which was filled In. 

The fields were counted on for use for a 
large share of the physical education and 
athletic programs.

The monthly meeting of the Winchester 
Park Commission ended abruptly Tuesday 
night 20 minutes after it began when two 
commissioners walked out In protest over the 
chairmanship. 

The remaining two members. Chairman 
Albert A. MncDonnell and Stella Aitken,- 
called the action by Commissioners William 
T. Rycrson and Robert P. Joyce "juvenile.” 

They were protesting what Ihey called 
MocDonnell’s illegal continuation as chair¬ 
man after the four present commissioners 
stalemated on who the new chairman of the 
board should be. 

Cmsr. Ryerson maintained that Cmsr. 
MacDonnell could not continue ns chairman 
because he did not receive a majority vote of 
the board. 

Cmsr. Charles C. Porkhurst was absent 
due to hospitalization. 

His absence and the abrupt wolk-oul by 
Joyce and Ryerson left the board with less 
than a majority. No votes could then legally 
be taken and remaining members Aitken and 
MacDonnell halted board business. 

Chairman MacDonnell had asked that a 
vote on a new chairman be put off until Cmsr. 
Pnrkhurst returns from the hospital. “I would 
like to give everyone an opportunity to vote," 
he said, maintaining that until a new chair¬ 
man is elected he continues as chairman.

and MacDonnell’s continuation in that spot is 
illegal 

"If 1 weren't here tonight I don’t think you 
would wait for me,” Ryerson said. 

This was the first meeting of the board 
following last week's town election in which 
Joyce was elected commissioner to succeed 
N. Bruce Hanes. It was pegged by Ryerson as 
an organizational meeting. 

Cmsr. Joyce complimented MacDonnell 
on his many fruitful years service as chair¬ 
man but said he feels there should be a 
frequent turnover in the chairmanship as 
with most all other town boards and com¬ 
mittees. 

"As a matter of procedure and policy, 
boards each year should consider a new 
chairman,” Joyce said. “I’d like to see 
something done differently this year.” 

“We ought to give everyone a fair chan¬ 
ce.” he continued in suggesting that Mrs. 
Aitken or Ryerson be considered chairman. 

Mrs. Aitken said the commission has 
profited by MacDonnell's "great experience. 

I don't think it’s just u matter of wanting to be 
chairman,” she said. “Il’s a matter of 
capability.” 

Aitken nominated MacDonnell as chair¬ 
man and Joyce nominated Ryerson, resulting 
in a 2-2 stalemate, with MacDonnell and 
Ryerson voting for themselves. 

A motion by Ryerson to nominate an ac¬ 
ting chairman until the full board were 
present was denied by MacDonnell. 

MacDonnell suid he checked with the town 
counsel prior to the meeting and was in¬ 
formed that “it was not even necessary for 
me to bring this (organizational) meeting 
up.” 

Replied Ryerson: “You didn't give us the 
advantage of town counsel. You checked 
privately.” 

“I wunted to know the proper procedure,” 
MacDonnell said. 

"As usual,” Ryerson countered, “it was 
behind the scenes.” 

MacDonnell said he had anticipated 
Kyerson’s moves. “I will stay on as chair¬ 
man.” 

Ryerson: “I protest all the action of this 
meeting. I protest right now that we are open 
to discussion of a chairman. And until a 
chairman is elected nil action is illegal,” 

MacDonnell again refused to consider 
appointment of a temporary chairman and 
began reading the minutes of (he last meeting 
for consideration.

Legislation Filed 
On Juror Selection 

The Massachusetts Bar Association has 
filed legislation calling for a more random 
system of selecting jurors and providing 
safeguards against the use of political in¬ 
fluence to avoid jury service. 

The measure, H1232, was the subject of a 
public hearing before the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee on March 6. It is expected that the 
committee will act upon the bill in executive 
session within two weeks. 

MBA Vice President Raymond J. Kenney, 
Jr. of Winchester said the measure retains 
most of the exemptions to Jury service that 
now exist. It also retains the existing 
provisions governing peremptory challenges 
and challenges for cause, he added. 

The legislation provides for the ap¬ 
pointment of three jury commissioners In 
each county except for Franklin-Hampshire- 
Hampden and Barnstable-Dukes-Nantucket 
which shall be considered single units. 

The jury commissioners will all be non¬ 
lawyers appointed by a committee of 10 
Superior Court justices. They will serve for 
stated terms of from one to three years. 

The jury commissioners in each county 
would be responsible for supervising the 
selection and qualifying of jurors. Candidates 
for jury duty would each receive a Juror 
qualification form which they would be 
required to fill out and return to the jury 
commissioners. 

Persons who made Intentional 
misrepresentations as to their qualifications 
for jury duty in order to avoid service could 
be fined up to $100 or imprisoned for three 
days. 

Kenney said the measure, which is based 
on similar statutes in Illinois, Minnesota and 
New Jersey, has been filed in response to a 
federal law under constitutional mandate 
requiring a "random selection" of jurors.

Spinney Defended 
Against Criticism 

EDITOR OF THE STAR; 

In response to the article on the Recreation 
Department budget, 

Mr. Spinney says that the reason the 
recreation department budget has run out is 
because the programs were overloaded. I 
can't help but agree with him. 

Last year I was director of the recreation 
center. When the center first opened it at¬ 
tracted less than 100 teenagers a night. (The 
center was open Friday and Saturday nights 
from 8:30-11:30.) 

Soon, however, the attendance grew to the 
point where the center was providing en¬ 
tertainment for several hundred teenagers a 
night. 

At one rock concert, held in the old high 
school auditorium, (he police estimated the 
crowd at approximately 1 , 000 . 

The popularity of the program was not 
anticipated to this degree hut because of it 
Mr Spinney saw fit to hire more police, 
firemen and supervisors for the safety of the 
youths and the protection of the building. 

As an example, when the program Nrsl 
starled there was a single policeman, u 
custodian and three supervisors; but when 
the crowds the center attracted increased, we 
soon had four policemen (sometimessix), two 
firemen, a custodian, three supervisors, plus 
{two more center workers present each night. 

The extra workers were needed to help 
keep order, prevent smoking in (he building, 
run the refreshment stnnd, set up staging and 
lighting, run film projectors and check IDs 
for verification of Winchester residency. 

Winchester is a small town without many 
recreational facilities for the teenage 
population olher than those offered by the 
^recreation department. Although the 
program became more costly when the nt- 
- tendance increased, Mr. Spinney continued to 
. provide the funds necessary to keep the 
‘center open. 

If Mr. Spinney had not increased the funds 
or had cut the program when it became ex¬ 
pensive, more teenagers would have been 
found loitering downtown, driving around in 
^cars or wandering the streets. 

* When the attendance increased so did the 
.‘expenses. Hut Mr. Spinney was sympathetic 
'enough to the youth to keep the program 
"going even at the great cost. The youth of 
^Winchester received far more than they 
expected when this program got underway 
and this could have been one of the reasons 
-the Recreation Department budget has run 
foul. 

j Mr, Spinney came to our assistance many 
(times when Ihe center received criticism 
because of a Tew troublemakers and when the 
expense became great. He game much more 
of himself and I'm sure more than his budget 
could afford. Thanks, Mr. Spinney.

Coach Knowlton’s 
Powerful Words 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

This letter concerns coach "Henie” 
Knowlton and I am only too glad to write it. I 
know there are many others who share the 
feelings 1 will try to express. 

Recently my mother, Mrs. Frederick J. 
Walsh of 4 Harrington rd., sent me your Feb. 7 
editorial in which you suggested that Man¬ 
chester football field should be named Henry 
T. Knowlton Stadium. 1 can think of no more 
tilting tribute and I’m sure Forest Man¬ 
chester would not only agree but would 
consider it an honor. 

My story is but one of thousands; never¬ 
theless I believe it to be representative of the 
gifts "Coach” has bestowed and hopefully in 
some small way my expression of thanks will 
be representative of the gifts he so richly 
deserves. 

I arrived in Winchester in the summer of 
1946 bringing with me all the fears that a 13 
year old boy experiences when he is uprooted 
from the security of his former home town. 
That fall I entered the ninth grade and the 
musty halls of Wadleigh Schjool did little to 
relieve my apprehension. 

Nevertheless I was confident that 1 would 
quickly establish myself in my new and un¬ 
familiar environment. After all 1 was a gifted 
basketball player and Winchester’s freshman 
team was begging for talent. 

After two preliminary practices I found 
out otherwise and my world was shattered. A 
new town nnd no place on the basketball team 
was almost more than a boy of my age could 
endure. Oh how I wished that I was Alan 
Switzer. 

In my sophomore year ] knew there was no 
point in trying out for basketball so I did the 
next best thing. I became the assistant 
manager, At least this gave me the op¬ 
portunity to be on the periphery of stardom 
and the chance to shoot baskets Indoors 
during lulls in the practice sessions. 

At this time in my life I weighed 130 pounds 
and stood all of 5’8”. I was by no means a 
coach's dream. But to Henie Knowlton I was a 
kid with a dream and as I relfect on it he was 
a man who would give a kid the opportunity to 
make his dream come true. 

It was a sunny day in April in the spring of 
my sophomore year when I went to the track 
on Manchester field for gym class. Although I 
loved sports, I wasn't too enthused because 
all we were scheduled to do was run wind 
sprints of 100 yards. 

Frankly 1 dogged it; and came In last In 
my heat. As I finished it was then that Coach 
Knowlton spoke the words that changed my 
life; words that brought me success; words 
that have held me in good stead throughout 
my adult life. 

"You’ll never make the basketball team if 
you don’t put forth your best effort in 
everything you do.” 

I was stunned. Did I have a chance to play 
for WHS? 

The rest is history. I did play and as a 
result I was able to go on to prep sch’ool and 
subsequently college. Today 1 am happily 
married and have a lovely family. 1 am a 
lieutenant colonel in the U. S. Marine Corps 
und have been all over the world. I have 
experienced personal tragedy and have 
received fairly high honors. 

1 thank God for the wonderful life I have 
had. I thank Him also for placing me In the 
company of a warm compassionate man in 
April, 1948. 

Thank you, Coach Knowlton.

Some Disorganizational Meetings 


Well the Charter Commission let no time 
lapse before it became embroiled In its first 
argument: What day to call the 
organizational meeting. 

The nine newly elected commissioners 
were madly working behind the scenes last 
week following their election on Monday. 
There appeared to be two groups: those who 
wanted to meet on Wednesday and those who 
prefered Tuesday. 

Since all nine members must be present 
for the intltial meeting (if that meeting is to 
be held within three weeks of the election) it 
was mandatory that an agreeable day be 
decided. 

After much talk and a few checks with the 
town counsel, Wednesday was chosen. (A 
report on that meeting will appear in next 
week’s Star.) 

★ 

The Recreation Committee has been on the 
warm seat lately since announcement of 
cancellation of its winter program. It’s too 
bad the members of the committee had to 
receive the first news of the curtailment of the 
last four weeks of the program by reading 
about it in The Star. 

Any committee or board should have a 
firmer grip on its business than to be one of 
the last to know what’s happening. The six 
members of the committee are specialists in 
recreation of one kind or another. They know 
their business. And they are hard working 
and sincere. 

What they don't seem to realize is that 
they—and no one else—is responsible for 
recreation activities In this town. 

As disorganized as the committee may 
appear, I wouldn't support the article at town 
meeting to abolish the committee and tran¬ 
sfer its duties to the Board of Park Com¬ 
missioners without very careful con¬ 
sideration. 

The Recreation Committee was created 
because many felt recreation programs 
weren’t receiving the attention they required. 
The Park Commission doesn’t seem able to 
handle its own business let alone take on the 
business of a greatly expanded recreation 
program. 

There might be a good argument for 
placing Recreation's budgetary function 
under an elected body, perhaps Trustees of 
thePublic Library which seems very con¬ 
cerned with people. Recreation members are 
appointed andlt might be a good idea to have 
the electorate more directly involved in their 
budget, especially in these times when local 
recreation is going through such a change. 

But to create another elected board, a 
Board of Recreation Commissioners, as has 
been suggested, would be too much for the 
voters to handle. There are probably too 
many elected positions in town now. Most 
voters don’t seem to know who their can¬ 
didates are for alt these small boards. Some 
changes might be overdue, but let’s look at all 
the possibilities. 

★ 

The Board of Park Commissioners was 
also a bit disorganized this week when they 
met for their “organizational" meeting. 

Two newer members of the board , Bill 
Ryerson and Bob Joyce, wanted to elect a 
different chairman. Alby MacDonnell has 
been chairman 13 years. But Alby and the 
other member present, Stella Altken, would 
have no part of a different chairman. 

With the fifth member absent, the boerd 
was split 2-2. Ryerson wanted to elect a 
temporary chairman, maintaining Mac- 
donnell was not the legal chairman since the 
new board hadn't organized. Ryerson and 
Joyce really had no choice but to walk out 
since their continued presence would have 
negated their argument that the meeting was 
illegal without election of a chairman. 

Of course the whole argument is academic 
anyway since when Crnsr. Chandler 
Parkhurst returns (probably at the next 
meeting) he’ll vote for “Alby" MacDonnell.

I received a clipping, anonymously, from 
The Boston Herald dated Jan. 26 reporting 
that a new highway safety study says the 
chances of being seriously injured or killed in 
a collision between two small cars are two 
times greater than in a collision between two 
big cars. 

In addition, the study—conducted by the 
University of North Carolina’s highway 
research center—shows that the injury 
picture for drivers wearing seat belts in sub¬ 
compacts is almost identical to the situation 
for unbelted drivers in standard size cars.

“Congressman Torbert H. Macdonald has 
left seventh congressional district leaders of 
Common Cause with mixed feelings after a 
special interview to discuss public financing 
of political campaigns, ’’ reads a press release 
recently from Common Cause of 
Massachusetts. 

“District Coordinator Sheila Huston of 
Stoneham termed the reaction of the veteran 
legislator ‘disappointing but not dishear¬ 
tening' in assessing the weekend session. 

“Macdonald told the Common Cause 
members he would not make any final 
judgments until he had seen a final copy of the 
bill reported to the House of Representatives 
by the Administration Committee. The 
Congressman noted, 'I would support public 
financing of presidential campaigns if the bill 
satisfactorily takes care of major can¬ 
didates.’ He noted a reluctance to support a 
similar bill for legislative candidates," ac¬ 
cording to Common Cause.

“Washington families arranging for funerals 
may unwittingly pay hundreds of dollars 
more than necessary because they lack in¬ 
formation about the choices open to them, a 
Federal Trade Commission staff report in¬ 
dicates. 

“The report, released yesterday, suggests 
that Washington funeral homes charge widely 
varying prices for essentially the same 
services and are able to do so because of a 
genera] lack of competition in the Industry. 

“The average price charged by D.C. 
funeral directors for a ‘complete funeral’ last 
year was *1,137 with average charges at in¬ 
dividual mortuaries ranging from $500 to 
$1,830. 

"The price of a 'complete' funeral does not 
include the cemetery expenses, burial vaults, 
and other expenses that are part of the total 
cost for funeral arrangements. These ad¬ 
ditional charges brought the overage cost for 
funeral related expenses up to $1,886 for the 
average funeral buy last year, the FTC said.”

Meeting Will Be Asked To Approve 
Starved-Air Method Of Incineration 


Last December a special town meeting 
spent a complete evening session debating 
several options available for improving 
Winchester's disposal of solid waste. 

Winchester now disposes of trash by 
burning It in the municipal incinerator. 
Constructed 12 years ago, the incinerator 
takes 12 men to operate, and $404,000 per year 
to run. It violates the state’s air pollution 
control regulations for municipal incinerators 
and the federal clean air act. Town 
authorities have been warned that it is not 
complying and is subject to daily fines. 

The Solid Waste Disposal Study Com¬ 
mittee chaired by Vartkes K. Karaian has 
been studying alternatives since 1972. Some 
$15,000 has been spent on engineering studies. 
The method recommended at the December, 
1973, town meeting was a "starved-air" 
system. 

Members were impressed enough to 
authorize the selectmen to negotiate a con¬ 
tract with a private firm, Resource Systems, 
Inc., of Newton. Whether to favor this method 
over the others and if so to approve the terms 
of negotiations is the decision to be made at 
the special town meeting beginning tonight. 

What is a starved-air system? 

It is a recently developed concept which 
utilizes modular incinerator units, each 
consisting of two chambers. The lower 
chamber provides a slow, smoky, low- 
velocity fire with insufficient air for complete 
combustion. 

Carbon-laden smoke rises into an upper 
chamber where high-intensity, gas-fired 
afterburners induce combustion. Little 
particulate remains for stack emission — 0.04 
grains per standard cubic foot, well within 
Environmental Protection Agency limits. 

The unit Is capable of consuming l‘/ 4 tons 
of refuse an hour. It produces a 95 percent 
reduction in volume of trash, with the residue 
providing Banltary landfill. It requires two 
men to operate. Incinerator employees would 
be absorbed into other town departments. 

According to the plan described to the 
December town meeting, the private con¬ 
tractor would construct, own and operate the 
system and charge the town commensurate 
with the volume of refuse consumed. 

The town would guarantee a minimum of 
300 tons a week. The contractor would dispose

of residual ash and remove bulky items such 
as discarded kitchen appliances. The system 
is capable of burning tires which now cost 40 
cents each to haul away. 

A disadvantage is a dramatic increase in 
fuel consumption necessary to achieve near- 
complete combustion. 

The proposed system would construct a 
receiving station with spaces for 15 cars on 
the present incinerator grounds, replacing 
the existing conveyor belt. A number of large 
containers would be located in such a manner 
asas to enable residents to dump refuse 
without lifting. This area would be protected 
by a translucent roof and a barrier wall for 
safety. 

Periodically the incinerator operators 
would attach a filled receptacle to a truck, 
take It to a weighing station to be constructed 
on the premises. After weighing-receipts are 
automatically produced on a printout, the 
truck would enter the concrete-floored, 
metal-sided Incineration facility, discharge 
the trash and return the empty receptacle to 
the receiving station. 

Commercial haulers would proceed 
directly to the incineration facility, not in¬ 
terfering yith the receiving station activity of 
residents in private cars. Nothing would be 
stored within the furnace building. The 
building and the receiving receptacles would 
be scrubbed down each night and sealed to 
prevent Invasion of rodents. The present 
Incinerator would be mothballed, existing as 
a back-up in case of emergency. 

Costs And Alternatives 

Continuing the present incinerator 
operation would cost $ 2 , 016,082 over the next 
five years. Resource Systems, Inc., offers to 
run the operation for $1,621,925 over the same 
period, saving almost $400,000. 

An alternative wet-scrubber system 
proposed to the town in July, 1973, would cost 
$494,000 to construct, plus an additional 
$39,200 to operate each year. 

Installation of another alternative — 
electrostatic precipitation — would cost twice 
that much. A bag house filler system would

cost close to $150,000 more. CosL of a turnkey 
operation, on which the town received a bid, 
was said to be $790,000 "with many hidden 
extras." Another possibility was a bid of 
$423,000 a year to haul refuse to the Saugus 
dump. 

These are the options the town meeting 
must weigh tonight. In the weeks since the 
December meeting authorized the selectmen 
to negotiate with Resource Systems, Inc., that 
board has been attempting to establish details 
of operating hours, performance bond, patent 
infringements, overtonnage, utility escalator 
clauses, completion date, payment terms, 
renewal options (town meeting specified only 
a 12-month contract), contract arbitration 
clauses and so forth. 

All the while Winchester is subject to daily 
fines of $100 to $500 for noncompliance with 
stack emission standards, The December 
town meeting action was thought to be 
assurance to the state that Winchester is 
acting in good faith to Improve the system. 

What town meeting must decide now is 
which Is the best available proposition.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The present problem before the people Is 
the immediate need for: 

1. Acceptable public funding for future 
political campaigns along with controlled 
private contributions, as the only alternative 
to more Watergates; 

2. Independent enforcement by a 
separate agency; 

3. Ceilings on campaign spendings and on 
private donations. 

This is the time to write our representative 
(Washington, DC. 20515). The March 
Congressional debates on these objectives are 
just ahead. 

First: The fact should be stressed that the 
public (Gallup, 2 to 1) is now angrily 
demanding an end to corrupt politics and that 
Marquis of Queensberry rules must be set for 
the political game. 

Second: The Senate last September 

passed a fairly acceptable campaign 
financing bill (S.372). A House bill (H.R. 7B12) 
has also been introduced. It is of first im¬ 
portance that fires be built under recalcitrant 
House members to spur action. 

It should be emphasized that an effective 
public financing plan must be adopted for¬ 
thwith and (hat in the pending bills upper 
spending limits be set. The following are 
ceilings under discussion: $90,000 or a bit 
more for a Representative; $175,000 to 
$ 2 , 000,000 (depending on size of stale) for a 
Senator; $23,000,000 for a Presidential can 
didate. 

Third: Ceilings for private donations must 
likewise be set-limits per year of $ 1,000 for a 
Congressional aspirant and $2500 for a 
presidential candidate are also being 
discussed. 

Fourth: It might also be noted that a dun! 
system is being favored, in which public funds 
are provided to each qualified candidate and 
controlled private contributions are also 
allowed. The latter provision helps equalize 
the chances of the outside challenger who 
according to statistics now has only one-third 
to one-half the chance of being chosen ns has 
an incumbent up for reelection. 

Letters to congressmen now (or 
telegrams) may be just the thing to deprive 
the fat cots of any more jumbo-sized illegal 
nips and the slick double-dealers among the 
politicians of their presently ever-growing 
pork barrels and payoffs.

Birds 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

One warm afternoon before the latest snow 
fell and the lawn was turning green, 1 caught 
a bright flash of blue out of my bathroom 
window. The late afternoon sun was shining 
past the southern corner of the house and 
striking the lawn and the spruce hedge about 
30 feet from my window. Under the spruce 
(roes was a loose luyer of wind-blown leaves 
and the red rays of the setting sun made them 
glow with a warm, live, tan color, to contrast 
with the green of the lawn and the hedge. 

To further heighten the contrast of color, 
two regal-looking blue jays hud landed among 
the fallen leaves; and, as 1 watched, I saw 
something that 1 had never seen before lor 


never noticed before, which amounts to the 
same thing). 

One of the jays appeared to be just looking 
on, a spectator; but the other, most likely the 
hard-working husband, went right to work as 
I watched. 

He did not scratch among the leaves, as a 
towee, rooster, fax sparrow or song sparrow 
would have done. He had evolved a different 
technique for looking under the leaves; and, 
as I say, if it turns out that ail blue jays do the 
same thing, then I must confess that I had 
never noticed it prior to that occasion. 

One jay (and I cannot tell them apart by 
the sexes), the one nearest the edge on my 
side, suddenly bent his head down and 
grasped o leaf in his bill. He then flipped his 
head smartly to the right and threw the leaf 
about a foot away in that direction. He gave a 
quick glance under the leaf for snails, bugs, 
worms, eggs, insects, or whatever it was that 
he was seeking, and then repeated the per¬ 
formance over and over again as I watched. 

I made a point to check, and he always 
threw the leaf to his right. 

Finally I looked uway and buried my face 
in the towel for a moment or two. When I had 
dried my face I looked back out of the win¬ 
dow. They were still there, but this time he 
was throwing the leaves to his left. 

I still don't believe it, but I saw it done with 
my own eyes. I can hardly bring myself to 
believe that a creature so small as a blue jay, 
once he had learned to throw a leaf off to his 
right, would bother to learn to turn around 
and throw it off to his left! I doubt if any bird 
could he so ambidextrous. 

Unfortunately, I cannot prove it one way 
or the other. It occurs to me that while I had 
my face buried in the towel, and my eyes 
were thus averted, the birds could have 
changed places one with the other, and it was 
now the other that was at work, and this 
second one was a "lefty." 

Can any observer, more observant than I, 
enlighten me as to this performance? Is it 
nalurul for blue jays to do this leaf-throwing 
business, and does one throw to the right and 
the next throw to the left? Or was my bird a 
genius, a real virtuosao, among these smart, 
sprightly, beautiful brigands, the blue jays?

In one of the most shocking cases of mass 
killing of birds that we have ever heard of, 
and , at first unbeknown to the public at large, 
the city of Boston Park Department has 
poisoned what is estimated to be 80 percent of 
the famous Boston Common pigeons. 

This monstrous and unannounced 
slaughter came to light via John Walsh's 
Chunnel 2 program also, with a news 
broadcast on Channel 5, which showed a large 
number of dead birds. 

Anthony Forgione, the new head of the 
Boston Park Department, was shown trying 
to say that the pigeons hod died as a result of 
"overeating” some type of poisoned food they 
hod put out. 

A girl at City Hall tried to hand me the 
same line, bu( 1 assured her that we have fed 
pet pigeons for years, all they could eat, but 
they never died from it. I think even un¬ 
dereating a lethal poison would kill these 
harmless, friendly birds. 

They tried to say that only about 35 birds 
had died, but it has come to light that all but a 
liny handful died.

On Monday at noon Massachusetts tax¬ 
payers will gather in front of the JFK 
Building to offer documents, papers and 
memorabilia to President Nixon and the 
Internal Revenue Service for tax deductions. 

The event is sponsored by the People’s 
Bicentennial Coalition whose aim, as Francis 
Hurley of 16 Eaton st. says, is "to create a 
satirical media event whereby people who 
have said facetiously that they want to donate 
their papers to the government for a tax 
deduction" in the same manner as Nixon 
donated the vice-presidential papers may do 
so.

Gone were those happy, elderly folks who 
loved to sit on the benches to feed their 
beloved pigeons. Gone were the children who 
had happy limes with these friendly birds 
sitting on tiny outstretched hands, begging for 
a peanut or two. Gone were the garrulous, 
lovable pigeons who were a trademark of the 
common, even the saucy squirrels were gone. 
All gone, everyone, as if a giant hand had 
swept them away. 

A few miserable looking pigeons tottered 
around. A few others flew wildly in confusion, 
maybe 20 in all — and that was it. A friend 
saw exactly two squirrels, for which she had 
to hunt far and wide in that whole great ex¬ 
panse. 

Who could be so irresponsible as to put a 
lethal, deadly posion in a public park 
frequented by families with little children and 
pet dogs? 

Who could be so cruel as to deliberately 
plot to kill every living creature in this world- 
famous place? 

What is to prevent this poison from getting 
into the frog pond, the fountains, the water 
system? 

The underhanded, clandestine manner in 
which this slaughter was carried out, the 
secrecy surrounding a deadly poison that has 
killed thousands of harmless birds, and. 
obviously, a large number of friendly park 
squirrels — it all adds up to a shocking horrow 
story of scandalous proportions. 

The only signs of life in that whole, great 
expanse of barren parkland on Friday, were a 
few people scattered far and wide, walking 
their dogs. It was so empty, so lifeless, that it 
was hard to believe. 

The public was never consulted, or more 
important, warned, that this was going to 
happen. 

We feel that proper action must be taken to 
puiliish those responsible for this terrible, 
cruel, inhuman deed.

Prior to the gathering at the JFK Building, 
a taxpayers’ town meeting at Faneuli Hall 
will discuss tax evasion methods of some oil 
companies which “pay approximately four 
percent of their gross profit while the average 
person pays 20 percent.” 

Hurley said "Original spirit that the 
patriots and founding fathers had" is in sharp 
contrast to the President’s view that the best 
American spirit and tradition is "an illegal 
lax write-off." 

He said, "Nixon and his crew fear a tax 
revolt and the possible loss of billions of 
dollars in tax revenue." The PBC is "not 
assuring anyone that they will get a deduction 
but it is perfectly legal to try. 

"We wr»nt to send a message to Nixon and 
the rest of the country that the American 
Revolution in Massachusetts is alive and 
well.” 

PBC was formed in 1971 on the model of 
the state’s bicentennial commission to look at 
America and its history through the eyes of

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Chapter 766 

Tuitions, Capital Outlay Now Unknown 


How Chapter 766 will be implemented in 
Winchester as the town educates its children 
with special needs was explained by Howard 
Nlblock, director of pupil services, to nearly 
70 parents, tutors and interested taxpayers 
Tuesday night. 

The meeting, held at the high school 
cafeteria, was sponsored by the Winchester 
Chapter Association for Children with 
Learning Disabilities. 

Chapter 766, which becomes effective 
Sept, l, makes it mandatory that 
Massachusetts towns and cities "provide for 
a flexible and uniform system of special 
education program opportunities for all 
children requiring special education.” 

Niblock began by saying he felt like "an 
imposter” since he is still learning about 
Chapter 766. His only qualification for 
speaking on Chapter 766 is that he has been 
meeting twice every other week for the past 
several months "on the law,” he said. 

In theory Chapter 766 is not new if con¬ 
sideration is given to "the constitutional 
concept that all citizens are equal and that 
respect should be offered for individual dif¬ 
ferences among pupils,” Niblock said. 

What is new is that the theory has become 
law and "local schools now have the 
responsibility” for implementing the law, he 
noted. 

Niblock said the law covers children who 
are 3-21 who have not obtained high school 
diplomas. 

Special needs categories include vision, 
audition, speech, cerebral or perceptual 
functions, physical mobility, behavior, and 


mental development or maturation. 

Why did we get this law? Niblock said: 
There used to be "too many categories and 
different processes for aid." For example, 
there were different forms for aid for learning 
disabled children and those with develop¬ 
mental disabilities. The new law 
"systemetizes and coordinates,” he said. 

Another aspect of the law is that labels are 
removed. Niblock said it will take a long while 
before people’s attitudes will match the law 
and stigmas are gone. 

And the new law will provide a census of 
children having special needs through pre¬ 
screening programs. 

Niblock said the "thrust of the law is to 
mainstream children.” While it will be im¬ 
possible to phase the law into the system in a 
year, he spoke of “trying. The millennium 
won’t come, but we can shoot for it,” he said. 

Under the new law the special needs 
category "can apply to 85 percent of the 
student body,” Niblock said if consideration 
is given to all special needs including 
emotional and physical disabilities. "First we 
must take care of those with severe special 
needs. Eventually well get to slow learners,” 
he said, adding that "gifted children” are also 
to be included. 

Winchester has approximately 500 
children currently identified as having 
special needs. About 350-400 of these are 
receiving education through public and 
private schools including the Special 
Education-Education Mutual (SEEM) 
program, a cooperative venture among seven 
towns: Winchester, Lynnfield, Woburn.

Finance Committee Votes 
Against Anti-Drink Law 


The Finance Committee Monday voted 
against a town meeting article to ban the 
drinking of alcoholic beverages in public. 

Finance’s votes are advisory to the town 
meeting, which begins a special session 
tonight at 7:45 p.m. in the new high school. An 
anti-public drinking law is one of eight ar¬ 
ticles to be acted on. The regular annual town 
meeting begins March 28 at 7:45 p.m. All 
sessions are open to the public, 

The anti-drinking by-law would prohibit 
the consumption of alcoholic beverages in any 
areas used by the public except with per¬ 
mission of the property owner. 

The Finance Committee unanimously 
opposed adoption of the by-law on the grounds 
it is too vague. 

Finance Member Karl J: Hlrshman 
commented on the possiblity of someone 
being apprehended under the law: "How's the 
chief going to prove he swallowed it?” 

Finance Chairman James B.L, Lane said 
the committee would argue at town meeting 
that it feels the solution to the problem of 
public drinking is "discipline in other areas.” 

Member Barbara Hankins called the 
proposed . by-law "another unenforcable by¬ 
law.” The committee six months ago voted in 
favor of asking the legislature for permission 
to adopt such a by-law. The legislature 
granted the Winchester town meeting per¬ 
mission to act on such a law. 

Other articles to be acted on at the special 
town meeting beginning tonight include an 
appropriation oF between $22,000 and $30,000 
for improvements to Leonard Beach, ap¬ 
propriation of money for the Charter Com¬ 


mission, money lor completion of work at the 
new high school and for the purchase of 
certain capital equipment and furnishings at 
the school. 

Also: Appropriation to adminster the new 
zoning by-law; appropriation for rebuilding 
the town incinerator at the dump; and 
creation of a permanent design review 
commission to control the exterior ar¬ 
chitecture of buildings in commercial, 
apartment and industrial districts. 


OTHER MATTERS 

In other matters at its meeting Monday, 
the Finance Committee listed the depart¬ 
ments still in disagreement with Finance over 
budgets: School Committee, Planning Board, 
Park Department, Board of Selectmen, 
mental health, Police, Board of Health, 
Recreation and Highway. 

Finance Member Hankins said of Highway 
Supt. Robert G. O’Brien's request for $18,500 
for purchase of a leaf shredder: "He’s come 
up with some numbers that Indicate there 
would be less man hours with a Shredder." 

But she and the other members remained 
skeptical. One said that Environmentalist 
Lenore Frazier "wore him down,” referring 
to her persistence in asking O’Brien to 
request a leaf shredder. 

Recreation Director Donald L. Spinney 
also came in for a jibe when the committee 
discussed his request for gasoline expenses. 
"I think we couldn’t figure out how you could 
drive 6,800 miles a year in the Town of Win¬ 
chester,” Hankins sald’„ 
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Reading, North Reading, Stoneham and 
Wilmington. 

Presently the cost of this education is 
borne by parents or the state. Niblock said 
that under what is termed ”a grandfather’s 
clause," those in private schools and 
presently being subsidized by the state will 
continue this way for the next year. After 
that, and following re-evaluations, the town 
will be responsible; however, the state will be 
reimbursing 50 percent to each town. 

The cost of education resulting from 
Chapter 766 was of interest to the audience, 
Niblock and Sally Kincaid, representing the 
Winchester Finance Committee, spoke on this 
subject. 

They said the total special education 
budget for Winchester, fiscal year 1975, is set 
at $451,102. This figure includes $107,544 
which is additional asked for due to Chapter 
766. 

Niblock said $70,947 of this additional 
request Is to pay for personnel. Mrs, Kincaid 
said this includes 8'a teachers; three for 
SEEM and 5' 2 for 766. 

Though the law suggests a local coor¬ 
dinator of special education, "we are not 
doing that," said Niblock noting that Win¬ 
chester’s immediate plans are "modest” in 
comparison to Lexington which is adding 
$300,000 to its already million dollar program. 

Niblock said the School Department has 
not asked for capital outlay expense funds 
feeling this “is uncertain” at the present 
time. Mrs. Kincaid, who said the special 
education budget has the full support of the 
Finance Committee,” spoke in favor of this 
omission and said reserve funds can be 
tapped for special needs which may come up 
and for tuitions which may top the $ 10,000 
estimated, 

Finally, additional other expenses are 
estimated to be $3G,597, said Niblock. 

Evaluation is an important part of im¬ 
plementing Chapter 766. After screening and 
special needs are determined, parents are to 
be informed; then follows classroom teachers 
assessments and comprehensive evaluation 
by specialists. As special needs are identified, 
programs are prescribed. 

Two sets of teams will be set up. Child 
study teams will be established at each school 
and core evaluation teams will be organized. 

Child study teams will be made up of 
principal, counselor, nurse, teachers and 
specialists. Core teams will include 
psychologist, special educator, nurse, 
counselor and teacher. Core teams will not be 
utilized unless the child study team turns to 
them for further screening assistance. 

"Parents are involved every step of the 
way,” said Niblock, adding that they may 
serve on a core evaluation learn unless the 
professionals determine it is in the best in-

teresl of a child lhal a parent not serve in this 
capacity. 

In summary, Niblock said: First, there is 
a need to phase in the new law with caution. 
Patience is needed. The school ad¬ 
ministration must look al how information on 
children is to be handled so that invasion of 
privacy is not Rn issue. Finally, there is the 
question of attitude on the parts of teachers 
and other students. 

Niblock was thanked for speaking on 
Chapter 766 and asked to return as an ACLD 
guest in the rail to give a progress report, A 
resident who identified himself as a parent of 
an LD child asked if the School Department 
could re-establish its newsletter and keep 
parents informed on matters like Chapter 766. 
Niblock said he would "pass the word along.”

School Department 
Readies Slides On 
School Grounds 

Renovation of Wyman and Mystic school 
grounds was discussed by the Winchester 
School Committee Monday night. 

The committee estimates the cost of 
renovating the school grounds will be $65,000. 
The School Department seeks approval of 
such funds through Article 18 as described in 
the annual town meeting warrant. 

Superintendent of Schools William C. 
MacDonald reports slides are being prepared 
for presentation at town meeting to show 
proposed grounds renovations. 

The School Committee also discussed the 
school budget which would be discussed 
Tuesday evening al the Lincoln School. 

School Committee members are sub¬ 
mitting a school budget of $7,174,292, which is 
$126,722 less than that submitted earlier to the 
Finance Committee. 

This figure includes $5,971,606 for personal 
services; $40,285 for capital outlay expenses: 
and $1,162,401 for other expenses. 

The figure does not include school budget 
items as follows: cafeteria expenses, $95,000; 
rentals, $20,R0G; and athletic association, 
$150,717, which remain unchanged from the 
earlier budget submission. 

Tlie School Committee spent most of the 
meeting in executive session to interview 
candidates for director of administrative 
services. They expect to announce an ap¬ 
pointment to this position soon. 

The next School Committee meeting will 
be March 20.

After a hearing Saturday morning, Swim 
was sent to the Metropolitan State Hospital 
for 20 days’ observation. 

Swim’s arrest on March 8 came about

Police consider the raids successful action 
which may help reduce narcotic drug use in 
Winchester.

The other members agreed, saying that 
the Recreation programs have grown over 
the years and the Park Department is more 
concerned with property than with programs. 
Member Edward T. Conley agreed, "There 
has been a great demand in this town for for 
recreation programs as we see right now. I 
have found the cooperation of the Park 
Department excellent. If we put the 
Recreation Department in the Park 
Department there will be less, and less In¬ 
terest in Recreation programs." 

The members of Recreation said the Park 
Department personnel frequently does work 
for Recreation, such as installing lights, 

Recreation Member Tully was appointed 
to argue against the article at town meeting. 
It is sponsored by Town Meeting Member 
Robert P. Joyce, who was elected a park 
commissioner in the annual election, 

There was brief discussion but no policy 
set on Spinney’s announcement that he is 
trying to revive two of the activities of the 
winter program for inclusion in a spring 
program. 

Nearly all winter activities of the 
Recreation Department were cancelled four 
weeks early this year because of lack of 
funds. 

The spring program—normally a much 
lighter one than the winter—is on as 
scheduled. 

Spinney said he is trying to make some 
arrangements to get a baton twirling class 
going and a square dance activity using other 
sources as funds. 

The comment of Conley summed up 
Recreation’s attitude: "We’ve cut the spring 
programs. We’ve explained why. The spring 
programs are always light anyway. Let it 
go.” 

There was no vote and the meeting ap¬ 
peared over at about 9:45 p.m. last Wed¬ 
nesday, nearly three hours after the members 
convened (7 p.m.). Actual start of the 
meeting had been delayed 25 minutes, 

About 45 minutes of the meeting were 
devoted to an "executive” (closed) session. 
During that session, Spinney left the meeting 
room, a member of the press was called in. 
Spinney reentered and then the public was 
called back in. 

Stated reason for the session was to 
discuss a personality. 

A request from William A. Colella, Win¬ 
chester High School baseball coach, 
requesting $300 for sponsorship of Win¬ 
chester's entry in the Northeast Baseball 
league was voted down. 

The committee does not mave the money 
to sponsor such activities, the members said, 
and receives many requests for similar 
sponsorships. 

The committee feels that organizations in 
town making such requests should do so by 
the fall and that these requests should con¬ 
stitute a separate budget administered by 
Recreation. 

The committee voted that it "will not 
sponsor any organization unless included In 
the current budget."

GOP Consumer Plank Asked 


The following is a statement presented to 
the Massachusetts Republican state platform 
hearing committee recently by Dominic P. 
Orgettas of 216 Cross st. 


Orgettas proposes that the Republican 
Party of Massachusetts enclose a consumers 
right of information plank In Its 1974 platform. 


I am here before you to discuss the need 
for a firm stand in the area of consumer 
protection and confidence. 

Since the mid-1960s, when Ralph Nader 
took on the automobile industry, this has been 
called the "Age of the Consumer." Certainly 
great strides have been made through truth- 
in-packaging regulations, truth-in-lending, 
truth-in-advertislng, product safety stan¬ 
dards and other needed reforms. 

These specific reforms have done a lot of 
good, and we are committed to keeping these 
reforms up to date and well enforced. But it 
doesn’t take a Ph.D. in economics to see that 


In 1974 the consuming public is taking one of 
the worst beatings in history. 

The system has let us down. Price inflation 
is higher than any lime in 30 years. Wages 
and salaries have gone up on paper, but it 
takes $1.42 to buy what a dollar could buy in 
1907. Product shortages — and rumors of 
shortages — are reported dally, from gasoline 
to toilet paper. Unemployment is rising; 
people can't get mortgage loans. 

Yet corporate profits are higher than ever. 
It is downright embarassing what the big oil 
companies are making while people can’t get 
gas and are told to lower their thermostats. 


Town Clerk Answers Criticism 


Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson answered for 
The Star a number of complaints of can¬ 
didates and voters in last week’s town elec¬ 
tion, including why the names of some can¬ 
didates were "out in left field." 

The voting machines in Winchester have 
50 spaces in each row for listings of can¬ 
didates. Because there were so many can¬ 
didates this year, the names had to be listed in 
more than one row, 

In some precincts—such as Prec. 6— 
where there were few contests for town 
meeting, there were only a couple of names 
left after the first row had been filled. Thus 
these names appeared "alone" on a second 
row. 

Had there been more candidates for town 
meeting in Precincts 2 and 0, the second row 
would have been longer and the names more 
visible. 

All 50 spaces in the top row must be filled 
before a second row can be used, Mrs. Nelson 
said. 

She divided the names for Charter Com¬ 
mission, School Committee and Town 
Meeting. She could have divided the names 
for additional contests but chose not to. The 
names of candidates for all other offices were 
placed on the top row. 

Because the town meeting contest is at 
"the end of line" these names filled out the 
row and then went on to a second row unlike 
School Committee and Charter Commission 
where the names were evenly divided. 

Some residents complained that they 
moved since the last election and their new 


precinct didn’t have their name on file, Some 
of these residents were told to return to their 
old precinct to vote, a distinct hardship, The 
Star has been told. 

Mrs. Nelson said that the new voting list is 
not completed until June, thus the precinct 
lists would not show the new addresses of 
persons who moved since the last election. 

Mrs. Nelson said the long work necessary 
in preparing the annual census, taken in 
January,is a factor in the length of time it 
takes to update the residents’ listing. 

Why were the election returns so "slow" in 
being announced? "We have to make a grand 
total and it takes lime. We compare what we 
have done with what they have done," Mrs. 
Nelson said of the figures which come in from 
each precinct. 

A complaint from the high school radio 
station about the failure of the town clerk’s 
office to announce the results of the town 
meeting contests election night was answered 
this way: 

"It would have taken I don’t know how 
many hours to read them off.” She said It had 
not been her decision nol to release those 
figures. Butin any case the Registrars of 
Voters felt the procedure unnecessary at that 
late hour (11:30 p.m.). 

Another complaint, that sample ballots 
were not posted In the Individual precincts as 
requ 

eO, was denied outright by Mrs. Nelson, who 
said the sample ballots were posted In each 
precinct and were not taken down until after 
the polls closed.

Talk on Energy, 
U.S. Economy 


David Deitch, newspaperman for i;i years 
who specializes in political economics, will be 
guest speaker at the Winchester Committee 
for Peace and Justice meeting at Winchester 
Public Library, March 21, at 8 p m. 

Deitch's topic will be "The Energy Crisis 
and the U. S, Economy," 

Deitch feels "A choice faces the American 
people in the 1970's: a significantly higher 
rate of unemployment or a vast expansion of 
the usable labor force competing for 
inadequately paid jobs. 

"While more unemployment is more than 
likely," he says, "the biggest story of the 
1970's is the rationalization" of a much ex¬ 
panded work force tailored to meet corporate 
requirements for cheap labor and more 
productivity. 

Dcilch recalls "in Germany in the 1930's 
the labor unions were also destroyed as part 
of the process by which fascism created 
substantially Tull employment and a 
precipitous decline in living standards. 

"In the 1970’s new policies will he im¬ 
plemented to change the structure and func¬ 
tioning of Ihe education system, the welfare - 
system, • collective bargaining, unem¬ 
ployment compensation laws, day care and 
the utilization of women in the work force, 
among others."

Work-Rel ease Program At 
MCI Billerica Is Working 


Sheriff John J. Buckley, recently, released 
a nine month "followup" report on the work 
release program at the Middlesex County 
House of Correction in Billerica, reveal the 
following facts: 

-77 percent of those inmates, who had an 
opportunity to remain employed, are still 
working following their parole or discharge 
from the institution. 

The men participating in the program paid 
$11,131.75 back to the state und county genera! 
funds while on the work release program. 

— I OB men participated in the program over 
the nine month period. Thirty men are still in 
the program. 

-•78 men completed their active "on site" 
participation. 

-60 percent of the men completing the 
program either recieved state paroles, county 
paroles or finished their sentences. 

Approximately one third of all the men 
who started the program still hold their jobs. 

--37 men were removed from the program 
by Buckley for disciplinary reasons or non¬ 
performance on the job. 

--25 men were in the work release program 
on a daily average, 

In announcing the results of the study at a 
press conference held in the work release 
iiouse in Billerica, Sheriff Buckley staled. 
“These results arc very encouraging-our 
work release program has been able to 
exhibit a sharp turn away from the 70 percent 
repeat rate that we see normally from men 
who have been in prison. This program also 
has Ihe added benefit of returning funds to the 
state and county which lowers taxes." 

The sheriff said the program was essen¬ 
tially self sustaining and that the men on work 
release pay for the maintenance of Ihe 
building, contribute to their room and hoard 
und support financially the cost of cooking 
their food, 

The study conducted by Ihe LEA A federal 
funded huninn services staff al the Billerica 
facility and covering a period from Jan I, 
1973 to Sept. 1. 1973 stated that $12,128.88 was 
saved by the men and issued to them upon 
their release from the institution. 

The work release program was initiated 
by Buckley in the summer of 1971. He turned 
over the sheriff's eotlage on Ihe grounds to 


the inmates for their use during the program, 

During the first two years of the program 
many of the men’s jobs were located in the 
greater Lowell area. Buckley requested the 
study after the work release policy was 
changed in January, 1973 to emphasize efforts 
to employ the men in their hometown area, 
which would allow the men to continue 
working after they left the institution. 

Norman J. Ethicr of Tyngsboro, the 
program supervisor, and his assistant Robert 
Gauthier of Lowell, were praised by the 
sheriff us the "men who ore responsible for 
the success of the work release program.” 
Buckley also complimented the shift officers 
and the work release counselors for providing 
the kind of support necessary to help the men 
do well in the program. 

“A job, just any job , is not the answer,” 
said Ethier. “A man must have a Job that 
provides him with the opportunity to advance 
and accept more responsibility, After all, we 
are trying to develop responsible citizens 
here." 

Ethier, who has 15 years experience as a 
corrections officer, also stated that the 
various companies, who have been hiring the 
men, have been very helpful and co¬ 
operative. 

The director of human services at Ihe 
Middlesex County House of Correction, 
William CJuealy, pointed out that many other 
correctional facilities in the stute have 
requested information about the Billerica 
program. In the near future Buckley’s staff 
will assist officials at Ihe Massachusetts 
Correctional Institutions in Concord and 
Norfolk in iinplhncnting work release 
programs based on Ihe Middlesex model. 

Sheriff Buckley says he has plans to ex¬ 
pand the work release program, hopefully, at 
a location near better transportation and 
more job sites.

Hearing To Change 
Hospital Land Set 


Selectmen Hear Contractor’s Complaints 


The Planning Board will hold a public 
hearing on March 27 at B:30 p.m. in the Town 
Hall auditorium to discuss a proposal to 
amend the new zoning map for land owned by 
and adjacent to Winchester Hospital. 

The amendment would change the zone 
from a residential district to a conservancy- 
institutional district. 

Specifically the property under discussion 
is located between Fairmount st., Maple rd. t 
Orient si. and Valley road. Besides Win¬ 
chester Hospital, property owners are 
William W. and Ruth L. Tunnicllffe, !l Orient 
st. and Samuel B. and Ruth K. McCarthy, 10 
Fairmount st. 

If the zoning change is accepted by town 
meeting, Winchester Hospital will ask to 
relocate a section of Maple road to pave the 
way for revamping the hospital facilities and 
allowing for increased parking.The hospital 
will pay all costs. 

In a letter to the Board of Selectmen, 
hospital president Robert B. Kittredge said: 
"Our proposal contemplates that the hospital 
will convey to the lown the land required for 
the relocated Maple road in exchange for the 
land within the present Maple road which 
abuts our hospital lot. There would be no 
additional consideration paid by either party 
for this exchange of land. In the event the 
town should elect to make use of its power of 
eminent domain in effecting this exchange, 
the hospital would not claim any damages for 
its property taken by the town for the new 
Maple road location." Kittredge said. 


The Board of Selectmen Monday con¬ 
ducted a public hearing on the complaint of 
Contractor Nicholas W. Ronzio that he did not 
get snow hauling business this winter as 
expected. 

Ronzio was the low bidder for plowing and 
he expected to get considerable hauling work 
in addition to his plowing work. 

"I want some answers," he told the 
selectmen. 

"If they plow, they are given more con¬ 
sideration for hauling," Highway Supt. 
Robert G. O'Brien said 

The lengthy hearing with Ronzio was one 
of many matters discussed Monday at the 
Board of Selectmen’s weekly meeting. The 
session lasted seven hours. 

O’Brien said Ronzio was notified in all of 
the storms except the last one because he had 
said he wouldn't respond until the issue was 
resolved. 

O'Brien said Ronzio always showed up late 
and he thus couldn't depend on his work, 

He was not used for hauling because his 
hauling figures were higher than those of 
other contractors used, O’Brien said.

Macdonald Attacks Nixon’s Veto 


President Nixon’s veto of the Emergency 
Energy Act was attacked recently by 
Congressman Torbert H. Macdonald as "the 
action of a man who starts with a false 
promise and thus reaches a false conclusion." 

Macdonald was one of the managers of the 
bill, which passed the House by a 258-151 
margin after gaining Senate approval by 87- 
32. 

"President Nixon declared at his most 
recent news conference that the energy crisis 
was over, which was certainly news to 
everyone waiting in gas lines,” Macdonald 
said. 

Macdonald claims the bill contained the 
tools that are needed to get a job done. "The 
price rollback provision is only one section of 


an omnibus bill, and provides only the bare 
minimum in protection to consumers already 
battered by inflation on all sides." * 

Without the bill, Macdonald says “we are 
powerless to penetrate the books of the major 
oil companies to find out the true story of 
where the oil and gas is and how much It will 
cost to get it; there is insufficient unem¬ 
ployment compensation for those wbo have 
lost jobs due to the energy shortage; there is 
no protection for service station operators 
whose contracts can be cancelled by major oil 
companies; and there is no way that utility 
power plants can be converted to coal. 

"Without this bill, the president will say 
that he lacks clear authority to ration gas,” 
Macdonald says, 


Amendment Would Make It Tough 


Town Meeting Member Robert C, Erlcson 
gave The Star the following explanation of his 
amendment to modify the proposed multiple 
housing district to be acted on shortly by town 
meeting. 

"Primarily its Intent Is to create a district 
to let the Winchester Housing Authority do 
what It needs to do without opening up the 
districts for commercial construction." 

Howl "The Planning Board propooili 
creates an apartment district ’A.’ Land can 
be zoned into ‘A’ by two-thirds vote" of town 
meeting as long as the land in question is 
125,00(1 square feet or larger in area. 

Ericson’s proposed version provides for 
nothing except construction for apartments 
for the elderly, 

Developers who wanted to construct 
multiple housing in Winchester would have to 
get the Planning Bourd to draw a district 


thereby making the procedure of getting 
zoning longer. 

"We feel the zoning-by-law enacted last 
October says loud and clear to any developer: 
the town would like him to do something In the 
center but doesn’t allow him to do anything 
outisde the center except in a ‘planned 
residential district.’ ’’ 

The November special town meeting 
ejected from the Planning Board's by-law any 
provision for high density apartments except 
in the center on Main street. 

Some provision was made for less dense 
cluster housing in other areas.

recent gas bill from Boston Gas, which 
recently took over the operation of Mystic 
Valley Gas Co. 

Smith said he received a four month bill 
instead of the customary two-month. The 
meter reading was taken Jan. 2 and the bill 
dated Jan. 1, the day higher rates went into 
effect 

Smith wanted to know how Boston Gas 
could justify charging him at the higher rate 
for all four months. But efforts to contact 
anyone at Boston Gas “met in total 
frustration.” 

Finally, four days after he began trying to 
contact them and was met with busy signals 
and recordings, he reached someone who 
gave him satisfactory explanations. 

It seems, he related, the company is in the 
middle of transfering the operations of Mystic 
Valley to the Boston Gas facilities. The 
telephone lines were therefore snarled. 

Why was he billed for four months? 
Because his July bill had been overestimated 
and he was not charged gas in November. 

He said Boston Gas intends to place on the 
bills of former Mystic Valley customers an 
explanation for rate increases, 

"When an inquiry is made and you can get 
in (by telephone) and talk to responsible 


people, the service rendered iB great,” Smith 
said. 

He suggested, however, that anyone in 
Winchester suspicious of his gas bill take a 
careful look at it. 

The board indicated support of the Park 
Department’s request of $4,000 for in¬ 
stallation of poles at Palmer Street Tennis 
Courts for night lighting. 

Smith said the Tennis Association has a 
commitment to help pay for the costs of lights 
and he w-ould expect them to pay for elec¬ 
tricity and amortization. 

The Park Department will absorb the 
initial cost of installation, he said. 

A request from Supt. O'Brien for a change 
in the capital expenses program was ap¬ 
proved. 

O’Brien’s department under the town’s 
five-year plan for purchase of major equip¬ 
ment had been scheduled to get a new 2 i/fe-ton 
dump truck in 1976. 

But O’Brien asked the selectmen to take 
the item to town meeting this year because 
one of his 2 ' 2 -lon trucks has blown an engine. 

The selectmen agreed but said O'Brien 
would have to remove some piece of equip¬ 
ment from this year’s purchase list. The 
matter will be discussed at a future meeting.

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Dwinell Hopes Design Board 
Helps Center As In Lexington 


The annual town meeting this year will be 
asked to create a permanent architectural 
review commission to regulate the ar¬ 
chitecture of buildings in business, industrial 
and apartment zones In Winchester 

What affect would such a commission have 
on the Town of Winchester? Say, 10 years 
from now, how will the commission's control 
be visible? 

To find out, The Star talked with James F. 
Dwinell. 

“About seven years ago, Lexington felt 
dissatisfied. The Historical District Com¬ 
mission got together with the Planning Board 
and the selectmen and prevailed on the 
selectmen to have new sidewalks. 

“Since then, three banks have remodeled 
or built new buildings. Any number of new 
businesses that have come a long have worked 
very closely with the commission in getting 
attractive architecture. 

“Attractive new businesses have brought 
others to the center." 

Dwinell downplays the “ebntrol” pnrt of 
the commission’s business, “The commission 
can’t make anyone initiate anything. Anyone 
planning a new building, or remodeling an old 
one, the commission will have the authority to 
review their plans and make sure whatever is 
done meets the standards of what the com¬ 
mission set up." 

The commission would have no authority 
over the interior layout or design of new 
buildings nor of Ihe exterior architecture of 
any existing building. 

Would a commission have too much 
power? “There are proper avenues of appeal 
for any decision." 

Dwinell is the representative of the 
Winchester Business Association on the 
committee, whose other members are Don 
Brown of the Historical Commission, and 
three “citizen'' representatives: Mark 
Lombardi, Arpad von Lazar and Andrew 
Morrisson. 

Dwinell was asked what the commission 
would do if someone decided to paint his 
house eight shades of purple. Answer: 
Nothing. Tiie commission s control is limited 
to industrial, apartment and business areas. 

The Design and Architectural Review 
Committee originally intended to limit 
commission control to industrial and business 
districts. On the recommendation of the 
Planning Board, the committee agreed to 
extend the suggested control to apartment 
areas, The town meeting winch will be asked 
to establish a permanent commission could 
always amend Ihe recommended liy-luw to 
exclude one district or another. 

In preparing the by-law, the committee 
used the Lexington historic district law and a 
law drafted by the State House Committee on 
Legal Affairs al Winchester's request. There 


was also research by Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall. 

“We have tried to take the best parts of 
both tows and blend them together," Dwinell 
said of the Lexington statute and the Legal 
Affairs draft. Counsel Randall spent about 60 
hours work on the project, Dwinell said. 

“It’s been a strong feeling of this com¬ 
mittee that the commission should be non- 
political.” To this end, a complicated ap¬ 
pointing procedure has been written: 

The WBA, Historical Commission, 
Planning Board and moderator will nominate 
two persons each. The Board of Selectmen 
will select one person each from each of the 
four other boards and then appoint one person 
of their own choosing. Such a procedure will 
also result in a cross section of the com munity 
represented on the commission, 

Dwinell said the committee feels strongly 
that the commission should have the benefit 
of professional 4uidanee in Its work, “Our 
committee has found that in Winchester there 
are a great many architects and engineering 
urban planners. Of those we’ve talked with, 
all have agreed to work (with the com¬ 
mission) on a volunteer basis." 

The purpose in creating Ihe commission is 
to halt what many feel is a disintegration of 
the center business area; to stabilize the 
business climate to prevent any further loss 
and to get the swing upwards to so that im¬ 
provements will continue. 

Whether or not the town meeting will feel a 
permanent commission is the way to improve 
conditions in the center is a question mark. 

As Dwinell said, “You never know what a 
town meeting is going to do.”

Remains Head 

Town Counsel Douglas A. Randall has 
advised that Park Board Chairman Albert A. 
MacDonnell remains as chairman despite a 
contention by two other park commissioners 
his chairmanship is illegal. 

“Assuming there was no new election" 
and to keep the Park Commission working as 
a "continuous body," the last chairman 
continues until the board appoints a new 
chairman. Randall said. 

“The government needs to continue 
operation," Randall said. 

Park Commissioners William T. Ryerson 
and Robert P. Joyce walked out of last week’s 
first commission meeting following the town 
election to protest MacDonnell's refusal to 
allow the board to elect an acting chairman.

The Town Hall bulletin 
board on Wednesday of this week contained a 
notice that the Park Commission would meet 
Thursday at 7 p.m. (A story on that meeting 
will be in next week's Star.) 


Clara Hewis 
Chosen Chairman 
Of Charter Board 

Winchester’s Charter Commission met 
Tuesday night and reaffirmed a vote taken 
last Wednesday electing Clara Hewis as 
chairman. 

Some believed last week’s vote, taken 
by secret ballot, was illegal and unanimously 
stood behind Wednesday’s vote. 

Michael Saraco, member of the charter 
commission, was vehemently in objection to 
repeating last week’s vote, the only member 
of the commission to so strongly object, 
though William T. Ryerson voted against the 
move to repeat the election. He said he had 
only been following the town clerk’s In¬ 
structions in using a secret ballot. Saraco said 
about last week's possibly illegal vote: “If 
they want to take me to court, take me to 
court.” 

Arlene Chamoux, another charter 
member, suggested Saraco save his fighting 
“for a year from now” — when the voters will 
be asked to approve the commission's 
recommendation, if any. 

But Saraco went on unabated, lashing out 
at “the press,” whom he suggested was 
behind criticism of the commission for taking 
a secret vote; vowing he would not bow to any 
voting method except “the Australian’ 
(secret) no matter what anyone said. 

Saraco’s vituperations took up a major 
part of the first 30 minutes of the commission 
meeting.

Environmental Education Week will 
center on water, litter, recycling, green 
survival and Arbor Day. 

The nine public elementary schools and St. 
Mary’s School will receive an environmental 
file containing information on ecology- 
oriented booklets, posters and demonstration 
projects. 

WEPA will present materials and ac¬ 
tivities during the week. Individual school 
boards will prepare their own planting 
program or ecology fair to highlight the week. 


Washington School’s Michael Marino 
plans a set of projects on the subject of water, 
basic loan understanding of water supply and 
pollution. The town reservoir may prove a 
future resource for particular studies. 

At Noonan School, science teacher Stephen 
Gorrie plans an ecology fair with fifth and 
sixth grade participation for the evening of 
April 25. 

St. Mary’s School teacher Gerard Ruane 
has organized a lunch-hour clean-up of the 
campus. There will be a display of en¬ 
vironmental literature fealured in the 
library. 

Wyman School students are raising funds 
via a series of noontime bake sales, according 
to Enrichment Chairman Nancy Mills. From 
this revenue, plants for the school grounds 
will be chosen. 

Wyman will invite speakers to talk about 
endangered wildlife and energy problems. 

Sandy Rogers, Enrichment Chairman at 
Parkhurst, reports that for the second year 
sixth graders will raise funds for 
beautification of Parkhurst’s grounds. 

Last year two sizeable maple trees and 
several forsythia bushes were purchased and 
planted by the students. Mrs. Rogers said 
there is a lower incidence of vandalism at the 
school due to a sense of student “ownership" 
and involvement, 

Other schools arfc requesting “backyard 
studies" of plants growing on school property, 
an offering of Winchester Trails. Some 
schools are requesting WEPA mini—courses: 
hour sessions on recycling, water, anti-litter 
and green survival. 

WEPA has asked each school to check the 
adequacy of its litter baskets. 

Winchester organizations which have 
supplied the funds for the ecology-oriented 
information files at the schools include the 
Jaycee-ettes, Winchester Home and Garden 
Club and Aberjona Civic Association. Other 
materials have been given by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency of the federal 
government, U.S. Interior and Forestry 
Departments, National Wildlife Federation 
and McDonald’s.

Canal Street 
Felt Company 
Coming Down 

The Eastern Felt Co. on Canal street 
believed to have been built in the mid 1850s is 
being torn down this week to make way for 
five duplex houses. 

One of the last signs of industrial Win¬ 
chester of the Inst century, Eastern Felt 
closed 15 years ago and has been abandoned 
ever since. 

Winchester historian William Allen says 
Eastern Felt was begun as an offshoot of the 
Bacon Felt Co. near Wedgemere Station, in 
recent years moved to Taunton. 

Allen said that 15 years ago The Bacon 
asked the town for permission to build an 
extension, was refused and moved. But the 
Eastern Fell split-off had come many years 
previously, according to Allen, by Pat Noonan 
and Dan Murphy, who worked for The Bacon. 

Allen believes Noonan and Murphy began 
the fell company along with a Pat Walsh and 
Ed Donnelly. 

The company went out of business after 
World War 2. The structure is a rambling 
wooden building located between residential 
homes near the old Middlesex Canal. It is in a 
slate of extensive disrepair, 

The present owner is Sherman W. 
Josephson, a Winchester realtor. Josephson 
intends to sell the property to Robert W. 
Smith of Cambridge, who will construct the 
duplexes sometime this summer. (A hearing 
had been scheduled this week by the Planning 
Board.) 

Josephson said he has been told the 
sprinkler system in the structure is 75 years 
old.

Opposition 

Town Meeting Member (TMM) James A. 
Cullen rose “to strike a blow for freedom" in 
denouncing the proposal as an infringement 
on the rights of a majority of the public. 

Finance Committee chairman James B.L. 
Lane in reporting his board's opposition, said 
the proposal will do nothing to stop "the 
scandalous litter" and dispersing groups of 
youths and “it would prevent anyone from 
taking a six-pack of beer to a softball game on 
a hot summer night." 

The law stales that “no person shall 
drink" alcoholic beverages in any place to 
which the public has access, including private 
properly unless that person has the per¬ 
mission of the property owner. 

Chairman Lane said a person mowing his 
lawn who steps into the street to chat with a 
neighbor would be liable for prosecution. 

The Police Department favors the law. Lt. 
Andrew Crawford called it "another tool" and 
said that without adoption Winchester would 
be the only town around without such a by-law 
und would be open for youths from all over to 
come here to drink in public. 

“If you vole against this by-law you are 
encouraging them to drink in the streets.” 

Finance Member Karl J. Hirshman asked: 
“Is the mere act of lifting a can of beer and 
touching it to your lips a criminal act?.... The 
criminal action is drinking.” The by-law 
passed 103-35.

Frank’s request, which received more 
discussion than any other article during the 
opening session, was approved by the town 
meeting on a standing vote, 119-19. 

The standing vote, as explained by town 
moderator Raymond Kenney, was necessary 
since $63,883 would be transferred from the 
stabilization fund to the general service 
revenue account. 

The balance, $6,116 will be transferred 
from the Muraco School non-revenue ap¬ 
propriation. Frank gave background in¬ 
formation on the high school and its con¬ 
tinuing problems since opening more than 
two years ago. Among these are leaking 
windows, which have been caulked three 
times, humidity problems, which may 
require air balancing; and the telephone 
system, originally a second-hand unit. 

The system was the subject of debate. 
Frank explained that the PBC would like to 
replace the current system, which has been 
down for long periods of time. A new system 
would have a five-year guarantee, reduce an 
operator’s time by 60 percent, and provide 
night service. 

TMM Justin M. James of Precinct 5 said 
he was not convinced enough study had been 
done by PBC to warrant spending $16,000. He 
questioned how outside calls could be 
monitored if they didn’t go through an 
operator and asked for direction from the 
moderator to take $ 16,000 out of the motion. 

Frank explained that only certain phones 
would allow for outside calls and these would 
be in non-public places, and added,"If town 
meeting wants to delete the telephone" 
system from the list, PBC would not purchase 
a new system. 

A motion was made to delete $16,000 from 
the $70,000 request 

Support for the amendment came from 
TMM Arthur Hewis of Prec.

Approval of the anti-public drinking by¬ 
law came after lengthy debate concerning 
possible infringement pf liberties under the 
new law- 

Proponents, led by Selectman Chairman 
Arthur K Dunbar said most cities have such 
ordinances and now many towns are adopting 
anti-drinking by-laws 

“ft won’t take rights away from people," 
he said. “It simply means public drinking on 
Ihe by-ways will be eliminated." The law will 
not present a hardship to anyone, he said. 
Dunbar said that in Burlington the threat

enlargement of the parking lot. replacement 
of the dam landscaping, water quality testing 
and replacement of the present pump which 
Ryerson said “is always breaking down." 

Through the use of color slides, Ryerson 
focused on specific needs at the beach. He 
said plans are to drain the pond and using a 
bulldozer clean it out and replace the sand. 

Asked about provisions to keep private 
vehicles from coming into Ihe beach, Ryerson 
said a steel gate would be placed at the Cross 
street entrance and curbing used as barriers 
at strategic points.

Ryerson said if the water situation 
at Leonord Beach "is critical" the pool would 
have to "take a back seat to home use.” 

MucDonnell said there are five natural 
wells feeding the pool, two are 42 feel deep: 
one is 52 feet; and two others are 60 feet each. 
"They provide enough water except in ex¬ 
treme drought," he said adding that it would 
be too costly to dig 230 feel, as did Swift & Co. 
"We could rim into iron and the money would 
be lost," MacDonnell said. 

TMM Kenneth Trevett of Prec. 5 asked if 
bacteria buildup was not a problem at the 
pool in August -.- 

“Yes, algae has been a problem in the 
past,” said Ryerson, who explained the park 
commissioners feel “clearing the em¬ 
bankments and keeping grass from building 
up in the water will correct this," The new 
pump will provide "more quality water ’’

Selectmen Ask Meeting With 
Health Board Over Station 


The Board of Selectmen Monday put off for 
another week a decision on town employees’ 
request for master medical and agreed to 
meet with the Board of Health concerning the 
center railroad station. 

The decision to hold off on granting the 
employees master medical came after the 
selectmen met with Town Comptroller James 
Costello, who advised the board to refrain 
from increasing the employees’ benefits for 
"at least six weeks." 

Town Employee representative Joseph 
Riga said, "We were told: If , you can justify 
the cost we will buy master medical for you. 
Now the comptroller is here. He has done a lot 
of work. But it should have been done before.” 

Comptroller Costello called Blue Cross’s 
proposed lower rates "teasers...not in the 
public interest.” He had little doubt that once 
the town agrees to the new master medical 
plan Blue Cross will raise its rates. 

At the request of Selectman Lawrence T. 
Smith, who said he wanted to review 
Costello’s figures, the board agreed to put the 
matter off and meet with the employees next 
week. 

OTHER ITEMS 

In other business before the selectmen 
Monday, the board voted to ask the Board of 
Health to meet with them next Monday to see 
if anything can be done about conditions in the 
waiting room at the center railroad station. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said there 
is no way the selectmen can force the railroad 
to use the covenant it has with the station 
owner to get him to clean up. "The railroad is 
a private business,” Randall said. 


But, he suggested, "possibly the Board of 
Health could declare it a public nuisance.” 

Selectman Smith said the selectmen’s 
request to the Board of Park Commissioners 
that they insert an additional $4,000 in their 
budget for tennis lights on the Palmer st. 
courts was motivated to give town meeting a 
chance to vote on the issue. 

The commission originally received a 
$12,400 appropriation from town meeting for 
installation of the lights, Now the commission 
needs $4,000 more to complete the work. 

The selectmen feel that if the town 
meeting had originally been asked to vote on 
a $16,000 figure then it would have rejected 
the lights. 

The commission has been seeking a budget 
transfer from the reserve fund for the $4,000. 

Selectman Smith said the Tennis 
Association has "made no commitment to 
underwrite this cost” and feels that before 
additional funds are spent "there should be 
some commitment to pay from those who 
would be using the courts.”

Olmsted’s Solution To... 

6 Knots Of Young Men 
Lounging , Obstructing 


By Irene Schneller 
Winchester Historical Commission 


Does this sound familiar to the people of 
Winchester? 

"...consider how often you see young men 
in knots of perhaps half a dozen in lounging 
altitudes rudely obstructing the sidewalks, 
chiefly led in their little conversation by the 
suggestions given to their minds by what or 
whom they may see passing in the street, 
men, women, or children, whom they do not 
know, and for whom they have no respect or 
sympathy. 

"There is nothing among them or about 
them which is adapted to bring Into play o 
spark of admiration, of delicacy, manliness, 
or tehderness. 

"You see them presently descend in 
search of physical comfort to a brilliantly 
lighted basement, where they find others of 
their sort, see, hear, smell, drink, and eat all 
manner of vile things." 

Terrible? Not according to Frederick Law 
Olmsted, for he feels "these young men are 
all under the influence of the impulse which 
some satisfy about the tea-table with neigh¬ 
bors and wives and mothers and children, and 
all things clean and wholesome, softening and 
refining. 

“But is it possible to make public provision 
for recreation of this class, essentially 
domestic and secluded as it is?" 

Olmsted feels he has proof that it is, in 
those parks which were designed to his 
specification.

Letter From The Editor 

What’s Going On Here? 
Nothing; Don’t Pay Attention 


Did you know that not only do you have to 
pay for the increase in the price of the fuel you 
use at home, you have to pay for the increase 
in price of fuel Boston Edison uses? 

Yes, believe it or not, we are being hit both 
ways. If you have your bill handy, or if you 
can remember, look at the number of kilowatt 
hours listed at the bottom of the bill and 
multiply that by the fuel "adjustment." 

Then you simply subtract that from the 
total on your bill to find out how much you are 
paying Boston Edison to heat their plant. 
Does that sound fair to you? 

For those of you who think it’s right that I 
should not only pay to heat my own house but 
heat the luxurious and extensive offices and 
everything else over there at Boston Edison 
when I can’t even make my own ends meet, 
then tell me this: 

Why can’t they take a cut in their profit 
just like I and everybody else takes a cut in 
profit? What makes Boston Edison so 
special? Oh yes, I know. They have a few 
friends in the government. Maybe that helps. 


more than a suberb landscape architect, 
creator of beautiful parks and parkways, 
protector of the wild. His close contact with 
leading social philosophers of his day, his 
background in engineering, coupled with his 
respect for human beings and the coun¬ 
tryside, gave him imetus to propose ways of 
looking at the environment as a whole. 

Although he was instrumental in 
preserving for the nation parts of its great 
heritage such as Yosemite Valley and Niagra 
Falls, his hopes directed themselves towards 
saving the towns. 

Contrary to the views of some of his 
friends, Olmsted was astute in the 1860's to 
realize that towns had come to stay. Apart 
from their commercial and industrial 
necessity, their advantages in convenience 
over rural life could not be denied. 

Towns and cities, however, should he 
expanded wisely and not left to be "laid out 
little by little, and chiefly to suit the views of 
landowners, acting only individually, and 
thinking only of how what they do is to affect 
the value of the next week or the next year of 
the few lots that each may hold at the time..." 
Olmsted felt. 

He felt that overall, as opposed to 
piecemeal, improvements would be a good 
investment. A beautiful town was a profitable 
one, he thought. 

What were his recommendations for towns 
as he saw them? Some suggestions had a 
Jules Verne quality such as developing un¬ 
derground pipes and supplying metered 
domestic heat, much as gas or water, or 
shopping by pneumatic tube. “Thus may 
come a great saving of fuel und trouble in a 
very difficult department of domestic 
economy.” 

Some suggestions speak more directly to 
present concern with environmental plan¬ 
ning. Of immediate interest, with the coming 
of Arbor Week: trees, parks and recreation, 
transportation. 

These should be the cornerstone, he felt, of 
a town’s social requirements. Henry James 
welcomed his approach as a “more 
responsible sense of style...a dawn of some 
adequate plan or controlling idea." 

Trees should he everywhere, whether in 
the commercial district, residcntail areas, or 
playgrounds. "Air is disinfected by sunlight 
and foliage." 

Streets should be wide enough to allow 
space for a tree when fully grown and 
therefore save it from being butchered. In the 
parks trees should serve as shade and visual 
variation within the open space and should be 
planted to provide barriers between the open 
space and the bustle surrounding, making the 
park a place for tranquility and relaxation. 

In devising park systems or town plans, 
such as Boston’s Emerald Necklace. Olmsted 
stressed accessibility, whether by foot, 
carriage or rail 

Winchester is fortunate to have many of 
(he conditions Olmsted considered essential 
to.human well being. Ginn Field and Man¬ 
chester Field, pulled out of the confusion of 
industrial districts, have added much to the 
quality of life. Similar fields provide spaces 
for "exertive" recreation 

The Bicentennial Committee has under 
consideration a plan for developing trails for 
pedestrians and bicycles linking some of 
these fields, and extending them along river 
banks to provide extra recreation. Olmsted 
could claim they would add to the property 
values of the town. 

Some citizens arc urging the Bicenntennial 
Committee to sponsor a program for "tree 
repair." In the next few years many trees will 
die An active program for replanting could 
he undertaken. 

It is possible that as well as town par¬ 
ticipation, the Bicentennial Committee could 
arrange for advice to neighborhood groups 
and obtain financial reductions for replanting 
of trees necessary for appearance of homes 
and protection from elements. 


The Winchester Hign School lacrosse team 
has been playing on that white elephant of a 
playing field we built for a million dollars 
over the swamps behind the new high school. 

Maybe those strong rumors we’ve been 
hearing that the School Department intends 
to again resurface the entire field are true. 
Otherwise why would they let the practicing 
lacrosse players dig it all up? 

Glass and shells, incidentally, have drifted 
to the surface of the playing field, up from the 
fill used to cover the old river lagoon. I 
wonder if every year from now until 2000 
we’re going to have to be appropriating 
money to correct this or that at the “new” 
high school. Too bad we couldn't start over. .. 


I received the following note from a parent 
who remains anonymous because she’s 
modest: 

"Yesterday at the dump I had occasion to 
enjoy the fruits of WEPA (Winchester 
Environmental Protection Association) 
labor. As we drove past the recycling bins my 
husband pointed out the unusual number of 
cars unloading there. 

"I told him I was sure it was all those kids 
from Ambrose I talked to on Wednesday 
who’d taken the message home and got some 
action. We both laughed. Later, after dum¬ 
ping our trash, we pulled up next to the 
newspaper container. I got a big hello from 
the little guy unloading newspapers next to 
me, and of course it was one of the Ambrose 
kids. 

"He had indeed sparked the family 
recycling effort. He had also checked out the 
cans, container and discovered that a lot of 
people don’t squash their cans and a lot more 
don’t bother to remove labels. 

“He was shocked! Well, anyway, my 
husband was pretty impressed with that eight 
year-old, and I went home happy." 


We received an "Item of Note" this week, 
along with some other things, from the 
Winchester Environmental Protection 
Association, which reads: 

"Winchester is expecting. 

"Daffodils, planted last autumn by the 
Park Department are up. 

“They should bloom within a month's 
time. Where? Wait and see." We got the 
location out of WEPA Chairman Lenore 
Frazier so we could get a picture. But I won’t 
tell anyone.

Ecology Mini-Course Offered At Ambrose School 


Eighl first, second and third graders al 
Ambrose School are taking part in a four- 
session mini-course in ecology prepared and 
taught by Betsy Pickup and Phyllis Knopf of 
the Winchester Environmental Protection 
Association (WEPA). 

On March 13 the group studied recycling, 
using the series of monthly recycling 
newsletters from Bert the Bower Bird which 
WEPA sends to all Winchester third and 
fourth grades.

Committee Says 
Shredder Saves 


The Compost Study Committee is 
recommending a change in leaf disposal from 
burying the leaves to shredding I hem, 
resulting in savings of many thousands of 
dollars, according to WEPA 

The Compost Study Committee (CSC) is 
supported by the Public Works Council and 
Board of Selectmen in recommending to town 
meeting the purchase of a leaf shredder, 
WEPA said. 

The shredding process supplies a loam 
substitute for town use. 

Loam purchases for the past four years 
cost Winchester more than $20,000, The 


projection for future loam purchases are at or 
above these rates pro-rated annually. 
Lockcland Park and Mystic School grounds 
are two examples of future needs. 

CSC states that an initial investment of 
$18,000 for purchase of a shredding machine 
will be repaid in savings of loam purchases 
within four years. 

The machine has a life expectancy of 15 
years. Thus, 10 or II additional years or 
production of a loam substitute would result 
in savings to Winchester in the long run. 

Manhours for operating the proposed 
shredder and preparing the leaves are 
equivalent lo those used in the current system 
of bulldozing und burying leaves, according to 
the Highway Dept.

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Football Schedule Remains At Nine Games 


WHS Principal: ‘Somewhere We Have Lost The Idea Of What Sports Exist For’ 


By John F. Parrell 


Although a new ruling of the 
Massachusetts Association of Secondary 
School Principals allow schoolboy football 
teams to play a 10-game schedule, the Win¬ 
chester team will not expand its schedule for 
1974. 

Principal Vincent E. Larocco has ruled 
that the Sachems will restrict games to those 
with the other nine Middlesex League teams, 

He issued the following statement 
regarding his decision and the reasons for 
making it, 

“It Is my view that locally and at the stale 
level all sports must be looked at and 
evaluated In terms of recent developments. 
There is a lack of planned growth in the 
athletic programs at town level, league level 
and the state level, 

“Pressure by various groups has led to 
tournament play by non-major sports at a 
lime when the whole question of tournament 
play should be challenged and its validity 
either re-established or discarded. Further, 
the expansion requests necessitated by law 
where girls sports are concerned has placed 


new demands on the total planning of an 
athletic program which should present the 
greatest opportunities possible to all students 
regardless of sex. 

Somewhere we have lost the Idea of what 
sports exist for. In its place, and again, this is 
my opinion, we have replaced the concept of 
school sports with an altitude of professional 
sports, i.e., longer seasons, longer periods, 
greater stress on winning and, of course, to 
epitomize winning we must have state 
tournaments in all areas of sport endeavors. 

I am against a tenth football game at this 
time for the same reasons 1 am against longer 
soccer periods, longer hockey periods and in 
general longer seasons which terminate in 
bigger and better tournaments: 

“1. The athletic programs at all levels 
must be planned, taking into account a 
philosophy which is good for high school 
students and not one which reflects the 
thinking of professional sports. 

“2. Greater emphasis should be placed on 
league play and additional games if 
necessary, and state tournaments should be

discarded, This concept allows for greater 
student participation than the present 
tournament arrangement. 

*'3. Within a given philosophy the town 
must accept the idea that all additional 
programs eventually equate to additional 
dollars. Examples of this can be seen right 
here in Winchester as the desire of some is to 
expand while the desire of others is to hold the 
tax rale. 

“My concerns for the proper growth of a

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that carries a cyclist into the traffic flow. 

Provisions of the bill are that all cyclists 
must ride with the flow of traffic, on the right 
side of the street. Riders must obey all traffic 
signs, signals and devices including one-way 
streets. 

They must obey all vehicular laws. They 
must have lights and reflectors for night 
riding, ride only one person al a time unless 
Ihe cycle is engineered for more than one, and 
passenger seats must be firmly attached, 
with stirrups for a child's feet. 

Under the new bill, the chief notes, it is left 
to the chief of police to decide whether or not 
sidewalks may be used outside of business 
districts. In the past, the chief says, "we have 
not made a great to do” about sidewalk 
riding, however, with the “great influx of 
adult riders.” he will study the effect of in¬ 
creased sidewalk riding on pedestrians, 
especially older citizens. 

The chief notes that "some may argue that 
they feel safer doing the opposite" to what 
Ihe bill indicates, but “we are going to do our 
utmost to make it workable in order that 
cyclists and motorists may share the streets 
as they live in the world.” 

The chief suggests that cyclists become 
familiar with the following: 

Ride on the right side of the road, with the 
flow of traffic. 

Ride single file, except when passing. 

Obey all traffic signals and signs. Stop at 
red lights and stop signs. 

Bicyclist shall signal intentions to stop or 
change direction (turn). 

Bicycles may not be driven on sidewalks 
adjacent to stores, churches, temples or 
business establishments. 

Communities have option on sidewalk 
riding in other areas. 

Single rider only, except tandems or a 
baby seat with a stirrup and harness to secure 
child to the seat. 

Bicycles must be parked in such a fashion 
as not to obstruct either pedestrian or 
vehicular traffic. 

Bicycles used at night must have a white 
light front, red light rear, reflectorized pedals 
and a red reflector in the rear. 

Handlebars may not be altered or raised, 
or modified that the operator’s hands are 
above his or her shoulders while gripping 
them. Nor may the fork of a bicycle be altered 
or extended from the original design or 
construction engineered by the manufac¬ 
turer. 

The operator of a bicycle in any accident 
involving personal injury or property damage 
over $100 must file a report with the Police 
Department of the community where the 
accident happened. 

Each of the above regulations have been 
included to improve safety for the bicycle 
rider. Cyclists who may travel at comfortable 
speeds of 15-20 M.P.H. should remember that 
the only real safety on a bicycle is the cyclist 
personally, says Bowler. 

Present day bicycles do not have seat 
belts, padded dashes, four wheel brakes or 
other protective devices found in automobiles 
and in the final analysis, the only safety on a 
bicycle is found in the drivers, he notes, 


The lengthy debate was unemotional with 
the exception of a question raised by TMM 
Lane McGovern: Would a homeowner whose 
house is located within one of those districts 
be prevented from changing the color of his 
house? 

No, answered Design and Architectural 
Review Committee member Mark Lombardi. 
The commission’s authority does not extend 
to any work for which a building permit is not 
required. 

TMM Werner A. Carlson disagreed. 
Reading from the proposed by-law. he said 
Section 7 prevents a change of color without 
commission approval Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall agreed with Carlson. 

Would aluminum windows on structures 
located in the three districts be regulated 
under the commission? Asked TMM Cullen. 

That would be up to the commission, said 
Committee Chairman Morrison. 

But TMM Clara Hewis disagreed. Reading 
from the by-law text, she said the com¬ 
mission’s powers clearly extend to regulating 
windows. 

The town meeting on a voice vote adopted 
an amendment eliminating from the com¬ 
mission’s responsibility imposition of 
dimensional and set-back requirements. 

The town counsel said that change 
eliminates “a possible trespass on zoning” 
with the existing zoning by-law. Counsel 
Randall also said the commission would be 
limited to approving size and shape of 
buildings only as they relate to architectural 
matters. 

The design committee will request $1,000 
from the annual town meeting, which begins 
March 28. to administer the new commission, 
Money is for clerical assistance and forms. 

The commission was opposed by the 
Finance Committee, whose chairman called 
imposition of design regulations “counter 
productive," and supported by the selectmen, 
which sponsored the article. The Planning 
Board and Winchester Business Association 
also supported it, 

The single selectman dissenting from 
supporting the article, William G. Chapman 
Jr., said as an architect who has designed 
buildings in Lexington’s historic district he 
feels the concept is unworkable. 

"Lexington had a very real direction, u 
basic historical style..,.We don’t have this in 
Winchester. It’s going to take a group of men 
a hell of a long time to determine direction.” 


Incinerator 

Town Meeting Moderator Raymond J. 
Kenney set April 1 as the date of reconvening 
this special town meeting to take up the 
matter of what to do with the town’s polluting 
incinerator. Legal language in a proposed 
contract is still being worked on, he said. 

A move at the start of Monday’s session to 
postpone the meeting until Thursday was 
rejected on a 44-74 vote. Post cards advising 
of the meeting date had not arrived by mail at 
town meeting members’ houses, as might or 
might not be a legal requirement, members 
were advised. They appeared not to mind.

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Lynn Kyed Of WEPA Talks 


To Winchester Kiwanis Club 


"What can you do?” This question was 
posed to the Winchester Kiwanis club by 
Lynn Kyed of the Winchester Environmental 
Protection Association (WEPA) at the club’s 
recent meeting. 

According to Mrs. Kyed, in March of 1972 
the selectmen created WEPA in response to a 
request by Gov. Francis W. Sargent for a 
community clean-up day throughout the 
state. WEPA continued in existence, setting 
its sights on year-round projects. She stated 
that there were many reasons for the per¬ 
manency of the association, such as people in 
small communities litter more than ur 
banites. young litter more than old, and the 
tl.S. spends $500 million a year to pick up 
litter. 

Consequently, continued Ms. Kyed. WEPA 
inaugurated a recycling project, locating the 
necessary containers at the town incinerator. 
The purpose of the project is to stimulate 
citizens to take more of an interest in seeing 
that solid waste is disposed of in a cleanlier 
manner while at the same time, receiving 


income for the waste which can then he spent 
in the making of new products. 

The success in recycling precipitated a 
television appearance by the association, 
describing the implementation and running of 
the program. Thirty-four communities 
responded to the television program 
requesting more information, according to 
Ms. Kyed. The WEPA has carried its 
message in to the elementary schools and is 
now working closely with faculty and students 
on an Arbor Day program which will be held 
during the last week in April, she said. 

"What cun you do?” Answering the 
question, Ms. Kyed said the major areas of 
citizen participation are in setting the proper 
example by using litter bags and baskets and 
by recycling and using recycled products. 

Closing. Ms, Kyed said the association is 
anxious to hear from interested citizens, ana 
will gladly present its program to them. The 
association can be contacted through the 
Winchester Town Hall, she noted,

Board Allows

Hewis Protests 


Annual Scheduled 
To Begin Tonight

The Board of Selectmen agreed reluc¬ 
tantly Monday to permit a citizen to place a 
petition at Town Hall to collect signatures 
protesting Boston Edison Co.’s "fuel ad¬ 
justment" charge to consumers. 

The board first changed the wording of the 
petition. The selectmen thought the original 
language too strong, 

The Board of Selectmen Monday dealt — 
or. more correctly, didn’t deal — with other 
utility company matters. It refused to support 


A move by Town Meeting Member Arthur 
J. Hewis Jr. to delay by a week the start of the 
annual town meeting failed Monday and the 
sessions begin tonight as scheduled. 

Hewis appealed to the Finance Committee 
and Board of Selectmen to support his move 
to adjourn (he start of the meeting because 13 
town department budgets were not completed 
by a certain legally required time. 

TMM Hewis was successful a year ago in 
delaying the start of the annual meeting 
because budgets were not complete. 

Finance Committee member Karl «J. 
Hirshman expressed the sentiments of Ihe 
board when he said he agreed with Hewis 
philisophienlly “but not pragmatically. 1 
don’t know what would be gained by puiting 
the town meeting of I." 

Chairman James U.t,. Lane said that 
actually there were more than Kl department 
budgets not completed by the deadline hut 
since the town meeting members will be 
assembling tonight, the sessions should begin. 

Lane also said, at the Finance meeting 
Monday night, that four budgets are still to be 
submitted. The annual meeting begins tonight 
at 7:43 p.tn. in the new high school. 

"We’re well aware of the problem," Lane 
said. "We hope to restructure the process to 
avoid this another year," 

Hewis said the 13 late budgets arc typical 
administrative budgets, some of them under 
the control of the selectmen, and should have 
been finished, 

"They were deliberately withheld." Hewis 
said of certain of those budgets. 

The reason they were withheld, according 
to Hewis, was to avoid having the budgets go 
before the Finance Committee and get cut. 
Howls pointed particularly to budgets asking 
for the hiring of additional help, He said this 
year the Finance Committee "Is feeling very 
strong in its capacity to hold budgets." 


elderly housing complex and construct 
another. 

The by-law has no provisions for multiple 
housing and the meeting will he asked to 
adopt a WilA-submitlcd apartment district. 

An amendment will be offered by TMM 
Robert C. Ericson to narrow the longuuge of 
the W1IA version to apply only to elderly 
housing, thus eliminating, he believes, a 
possibility the WHA district could be used 
elsewhere in town by individuals to construct 
apartments. 

Another highly disputed article will be the 
Personnel Board's recommended merit wage 
structure for 10 persons who work at Town 
Hall. The Personnel has refused to release a 
copy of its recommended structure. Even the 
Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee 
say they don't have copies of the structure. 

Loretta Hanes, administrative assistant of 
the hoard, said the structure is not finished 
and thus is not ready to be released. But 
Personnel Board Chairman Robert Starrctt 
appeared before the Finance Committee 
Monday night and issued a verbal report in 
which he said total personnel figures so far 
add up to $235,000. 

Not included in this figure are secretaries, 
still under negotiation; teachers, fire, police 
and Town Employees Association members. 

The new structure, which must be ap¬ 
proved by town meeting before it Is im¬ 
plemented, would replace the present step- 
raise system with a five-level system based 
on merit increases 

"It must be emphasized that this plan is 
not expected to provide a solution lo all salary 
problems," the Personnel Bonril said in a 
memo to town boards, "nor will it eliminate 
the need for mature judgment in ad¬ 
ministering salaries. It does, however, 
provide a framework within which most 
salary matters cun be handled." 

There was considerable doubt among 
Finance Committee members about the ef¬ 
fect of thul statement. The board, though, 
voted to recommend Its adoption on the basis 
"we'll never know till we try it " 

Eleven "department managers" and l/ie/r 
assistants, for a total of i« persons, would be 
included in the new structure. Asked if the 
structure will cost the town more or less over 
the next five years, Starretl said "it should 
even out." 

"Koine people have an inflated concept of 
their job level," he added, indicating some 
department heads feel they should he in k 
higher category. 

Finance Member Hirshman said: "I think 
it’s worth a try. But in the long run we'll end 
up with higher paid people and no 
corresponding increase in productivity. 
Politically, there's no way lo make it work," 

Hirshman added that the Personnel

At Smith's insistence, Mrs. Nash agreed to 
Include the word "unwarranted." The 
petition is available at the selectmen's room 
on the second floor of Town Hall, 71 Mount 
Vernon st. 

Mrs. Nash said many persons have been 
discussing the Edison bills but don't know 
what to do about them. She said Winchester 
residents are hit doubly — at home and 
through taxation to pay for street lighting. 

She said Boston Edison tells critics to 
attend the public hearings If they don’t like 
the bills. Petitions would have added effect, 
Mrs. Nash said. Selectmen were not en¬ 
thusiastic but agreed to allow the petitions in 
their office. 

SWAMPSCOTT

The amount 
is more than the Finance Committee was 
willing to approve previously and less than 
what the School Committee member Stephen 
Parkhurst who met with the Finance Com¬ 
mittee Monday night, the compromise figure 
brought the school budget down $ 01 , 000 . 
Originally, Ihe committees were $3511,000 
apart, Parkhurst said. 

Major losses to the School Department due 
to the cuts are hi the area of personnel, 
specifically guidance counselors which 
amount to 1-10 at Lynch Junior High School ;

Social Security 
Benefits (»o 
l |) In April 

Monthly social security 
benefits will he increased in 
two slops starting with checks 
sent out in April, according to 
John E. Lonergan Jr., district 
manager of the Cambridge 
social security office. 

The overall increase will 
amount to 11 percent for most 
beneficiaries. Seven percent of 
that will be included in checks 
delivered in April. The other 4 
percent will be included in 
checks delivered in July. 

"People getting social 
I security don’t have to do 
anything to get the higher 
payment.’’ Lonergan said. 
“The increase will be added to 
checks automatically. The 
increase will enhance the 
financial security of about 30 
million people who get social 
security retirement, disability, 
and survivors benefits. Almost 
one million of these live in 
Masachusetts.’’ 

Average social security 
retirement payments will 
increase from $167 to $179 a 
month starting with payments 
in April — and to $186 starting 
with payments in July. 

Average social security 
disability payments will in¬ 
crease from $184 to $197 a 
month starting with payments 
in April — and to $206 starting 
with payments in July. 
Average survivors payments 
to a widowed mother with two 
children in her care will in¬ 
crease from $391 to $418 
starting with payments in April 
— and to $435 starting with 
payments in July. 

The percentage rale of 
social security deductions from 
covered earnings remaining 
5.85 percent each for em¬ 
ployees and employers — and 
has been reduced from 8 
percent to 7.9 percent for self- 
employed people. 

The amount of yearly 
earnings subject to social 
security deductions has been 
increased from the first $12,600 
to the first $13,200 for 1974. 

"People earning over 
$ 12,600 will pay more in 
deductions this year,” 
Lonergan said, “but they also 
can expect higher social 
security benefits in the future 
as a result. Benefit amounts 
are based on average earnings 
on which social security 
contributions have been paid.”

League Sports

Congratulations to Vincent Larocco, 
Winchester High School principal, for his 
public statement on what sports exist for. It is 
heurtwarming to hear a member of the so 
called “establishment” publicly address 
himself lo the real needs of the community he 
serves. 

He strikes at the real issue, that of a 
subtle but growing pressure from groups in 
and out of the community who are not 
primarily interested in the development of all 
of today’s youth. 

1 loo am alarmed at the misplaced purpose 
of sports, The trend toward professionalism, 
specialization, win lo survive, more equip¬ 
ment, larger staffs, etc., only serves a 
narrowing number of youths who have the 
innate talent to make it within this type of 
focus. Many are called but few are chosen. 
Girls' programs especially buffer. 

In Ills comments on what “must" and 
“should" be done, I only wish he would have 
substituted the words “will be done.” At this 
time when skyrocketing costs and weary 
citizens closely audit which programs fulfill 
the greatest need for the greatest number, it 
serves us well lo have an administrator who 
does not rubber slump a budget or program 
originating from outside community groups 
or interests. 

I support Mr. Larocco’s stand as a citizen, 
former athlete and conch, but mostly as a 
parent. Greuter emphasis must be placed on 
the “game” aspect of a sport. Princples of 
sportsmanship und friendly competion must 
be taught to more young people, especially 
today in America. 

More participation will result when 
teaching general rules and fun return to 
athletics. 

To me, this philosophy necessitates the de- 
einphnsis of “major sports,” tournaments 
and expanded leagues while deliberately und 
intensely emphasizing intramural com¬ 
petition in less expensive versions of major 
sports. 

This would include expansion of in¬ 
tramural minor sports for girls and boys. Our 
major thrust would be lo serve all nf our 
young people with our expert staffs, money 
and equipment. 

Our programs should serve Winchester 
first. League play is a welcome competetive 
sideline for the more talented athletes, but not 
the primary reason for the existence of uny 
athletic program 

Thanks, Mr. Lnrocco, for beginning lo 
reorder our priorities.

Comercial Housing 
W ould Be Excluded 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The local press has reported that an 
amendment has been offered to the zoning by¬ 
law revisions proposed in Articles 9, 10 and 11 
of the annual town meeting. 

This amendment is currently being con¬ 
sidered by the selectmen, planning hoard and 
Winchester Housing Authority. A number of 
voters have asked us, “What is the content of 
the amendment and how docs it differ from 
the warrant article?” 

The entire amendment is too long and 
technical to include in this letter but the 
preamble stales its purpose os follows: 

“An amendment to the zoning by-law 
revision, Article 9: said amendment having 
the effect of establishing a housing for the 
elderly district; a district in which the 
completed Winchester Housing Authority 
project on Palmer street (article 11 of the 
warrant) would be in conformance with the 
new zoning by-law; a district providing for 
Ihe needs of future projects such as the WHA 
proposal for the Lincoln School site (article 10 
of the warrant).” 

The key difference between the amend¬ 
ment and the warrant article is that the 
warrant asks a garden apartment districl 
(called a Multiple Family Residence District 
in the warrant) in which commercial apart¬ 
ment development is permitted in addition to 
housing for the elderly. 

The broad scope of the warrant proposal to 
accomplish WHA’s needs in effect asks the 
town meeting to repeat the whole apartment 
zoning debate which took place last fall. 

There is a conviction that Ihe near 
unanimous final vote on the new zoning by 
law represented a consensus arrived at after 
the views of ull Interested groups Ip the tov,n 
were Ihoroughly considered and properly 
voted on. 

This consensus was not challenged by the 
petition procedure open to the voters of the 
town when they feel that town meeting ac¬ 
tions do not represent the true position of the 
voters at large. To open this question again is 
both unnecessary and unwise. 

To ussist nil interested citizens to study the 
amendment proposal we plan to make it 
available to all town meeting members at an 
early date after we have had response und 
suggestions from the town bourds currently 
considering it. We will also respond to all 
rcquesls from organized groups who may 
wish to have someone appear before them to 
explain our aims.

Fuel 6 Adjustment 5 : Rising Tempers 


The Boston Edison’s “fuel adjustment” 
attached to every electric bill continues to 
infuriate many people. Or maybe I just think 
lhal because I’m so infuriated. 

Anyway, one person I know from Win¬ 
chester has provided me some figures. In 
August, her bill listed fuel adjustment per 
kilowatt hour as .003145. In September it rose 
to .003617. November, .004170. January, 
.007930. March, .013641. 

At the same time the fuel adjustment has 
increased so astonishingly, she has cut back 
on her use of electricity and the Edison has 
cut back on its wattage to her and the rest of 
us. Yet her bill has risen from $67 (1924 KW 
used! to $87 (1920 KW used). 

This person also owns a summer home in 
Maine. Her February fuel adjustment there 
was .0006. January. .0002. Why? Isn’t Maine 
further from the source of oil than Boston? 

Some people still don’t understand how to 
figure out their fuel adjustment. It’s really 
simple. Check my bill attached to this 
column. I used 362 KW for the two months 
totaled on the bill. Multiply 362 by the fuel 
adjustment, .013641 circled at the bottom. 
Take that total and subtract it from my total 
bill of $21.23. 

So it comes out to $4.93 that I was paying 
Boston Edison for their fuel. This fuel, in¬ 
cidentally. is used for more than healing 
Edison’s plant. R is used lo make electricity.

The board actually expressed resentment 
that anyone should wont the board to get 
involved in the issue, as if anyone could have 
such audacity to question the way things are. 
But that’s the way the selectmen like things: 
the way they are, no movement, no change. 

Selectman Sullivan believe it or not ad¬ 
mitted that the utility companies pay his 
salary in opposing any move to bring them 
into line. ^

meeting: seven hours one night, six another.

Donahoe Wins One, Loses One 


“K is essential to the preservation of the 
rights of every individual, his life, property 
and character that there be an impartial 
interpretation of the laws and administration 
or justice," states the Massachusetts Con¬ 
stitution in article 29 of the Declaration of 
Rights. 

Three years ago the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters voted to study the 
administration of justice in the Com¬ 
monwealth. The leagues began with a study of 
the structure and administration of the court 
system, 

Their research included interviews with 
all the district attorneys, all the superior 
court judges and attendance for a full week at 
sessions of all the district courts. There have 
been informational meetings for the general 
membership and discussion groups in which 
members expressed their opinions. 

The Massachusetts league has filed with 
the legislature two bills (H2B15 and H2816) 
concerning the selection and tenure of judges. 


Judges may. however, be 
removed from office by three methods: (]1 
impeachment, under which the House of 
Representative formally brings charges and 
prosecutes a case for removal of n judge 
before the Senate; (2) address, under which

SELECTION OF JUDGES 


At present the governor appoints all 
judges subject to confirmation by the 
Executive Council. Politics is a fact of life and 
often dictates judicial appointments. There is 
no permanent mechanism for active and 
ongoing search for highly qualified can¬ 
didates, 

Judges should be chosen on the basis of 
merit. The league supports a constitutional 
amendment that would establish a non¬ 
partisan nominating commission for judicial 
selection composed of five lay persons ap¬ 
pointed by the governor and four lawyers 
appointed by the state bar association. 

It would recruit and evaluate candidates 
and nominate at least three qualified persons 
for each vacancy. The governor would be 
required to appoint from that list within 30 
days. The confirming power of the council 
would be abolished. 

Twenty-eight states now have merit 
selection plans, 

As an effective interim measure the 
league supports a voluntary advisory com¬ 
mittee on judicial appointments. Nine 
governors now use this system. In 1972 the 
Massachusetts governor named an ad hoc 
committee of lawyers and lay persons to 
advise him on judicial appointments. Its 
performance was widely praised. 


the legislature addresses the governor and 
the council seeking removal; (3) action of the 
governor and council in cases of incapacity. 

The Supreme Judicial Court can disbar a 
judge, but this would not prevent him from 
retaining office since there is no requirement 
that a judge be a lawyer. In 1969 this court - 
created a Committee on Complaints to 
receive and consider complaints about 
judicial officers. This committee lacks en¬ 
forcement powers, 

The Massachusetts Bor Association has 
recently formed a committee of judges and 
lawyers to receive complaints about judges. 
Since it, too, is without authority the com¬ 
mittee is seen as an interim measure. 


Judges should be chosen on the basis of 
merit. The league supports a constitutional 
amendment that would establish a non¬ 
partisan commission on judicial conduct 
made up of three judges appointed by the 
Supreme Judicial Court, three lawyers ap¬ 
pointed by the state bar association and three 
lay persons appointed by the governor.

The commission would receive complaints 
about judges from any citizen, investigate 
alleged misconduct or disability and hold 
formal hearings. Confidentiality would be 
provided the complainant and would protect 
the judge from unwarranted publicity.

Upon the recommendation of the com¬ 
mission that its investigation indicate willful 
misconduct or disability, the Supreme 
Judicial Court under this constitutional 
amendment would have the power to censure, 
discipline, retire or remove a judge. Three 
fourths of the states now have such methods 
for handling judicial misconduct and 
disability.

Donahoe has been in sharp disagreement 
with the regional committee on other matters 
recent weekssnnd last month won a victory of 
sorts. 

Donahoe. according to Ihe minutes of the 
meetings, pointed out to the committee that 
the legislature passed a law prohibiting 
members of school committees from being 
paid as treasurers. 


Pacino said he felt it would be better to 
have two persons share the duties of 
treasurer and it would depend on the com¬ 
mittee whether they were compensated.

The Retina Foundation, the 
largest independent eye 
research institution in the 
world, is celebrating its 25th 
anniversary and the birthday 
of its founder. Dr Charles L 
Schepens this week. 

Founded in 1950 in the 
basement of a Boston 
tenement, the foundation has 
grown to a major position of 
leadership in the field of eye 
research. The overall objective 
of this research organization is 
the pursuit of scientific 
discoveries pertaining to the 
eye and the processes of vision, 
with the ultimate goal of the 
preservation of eyesight. 

Retina Foundation scien¬ 
tists have developed a variety 
of innovative surgical 
techniques and instruments 
which annually save thousands 
of people from blindness. In the 
field of retinal detachments 
alone, the success rate of 
surgical treatment of this 
disease has increased over the 
past 20 years from 45 per cent 
to 90 percent. 

Extraordinary equipment 
has been developed at the 
Retina Foundation, including 
the Schepens indirect op- 
thalmoscope, the most useful 
instrument ever developed to 
enable doctors to examine the 
inside of the eye, and the 
miniature opthalmie scissors, 
which fit inside an injection 
needle and can thus be in¬ 
troduced into the eye for 
surgical treatment of retinal 
detachment. 

In addition to retina 
research, outstanding success 
has also been achieved in the 
field of corneal transplant 
surgery and the treatment of 
many kinds of corneal 
diseases.

In my firm column I discussed the difference bet¬ 
ween Independent community hanks and large group 
banking systems. Since then I’ve been asked why, If 
Independent community banka are ho much better, not 
every state has an Independent system. 

The answer 1h, unfortunately, that the giant bunking 
syHtemH, whether they are holding companies or 
hraneli groups, have a great deal of lobbying Influence 
and are willing lo .spend vast sums in order to get new 
laws tin the books that will enable them to grow larger. 

There Is no doubt that where banks are allowed to 
expand on an unlimited basis within a state, It lakes 
very little time for the overwhelming proportion of ull 
banking assets lo wind up In a very few hands. Fight 
states tin cl the I list riel of Columbia face the situation of 
five banks doing more limn 8() percent'of ull the 
business within their borders. All of these stales allow 
statewide branching. 

The concentration of resources represented by this 
statistic means for the bank customer In those states 
that all credit decisions affecting the dally lives of 
every citizen will be made by a handful of men whose 
primary objective Is to achieve the highest profit for 
shareholders who often are also large institutions with 
headquarters far removed from Winchester. 

All hanks run under two separate sets of laws, those 
passed In Washington and those that come from the 
legislature in Boston, Massachusetts. In this column I 
want to talk about the situation at the state level, 
looking at the Federal government the next time 
around. 

The most Important banking legislation handled at 
the sltite level Involves the Issue of bunking structure. 
Under Federal law. the question of where and In what 
manner banks nmy do business Is rightly given over to 
the slates so that each truly determine the system best 
for Its citizens. 

This crucial right of the states Is once more being 
challenged by the giant banks of the country In debate 
on measures currently before Congress, Suburban 
National Hank Is Involved In opposition to forcing the 
stales lo adopt a monolithic approuch to banking 
designed lo serve the needs of giant corporations by 
establishing a system of offices thut will funnel the 
deposits of Individuals, and small businessmen Into the 
major cities to be disbursed chiefly for projects 
measured in the millions. 

We prefer the Independent bunking system. This 
type of structure Insures maximum community-level 
participation of banks. 

Under this system, each bank operates In a small 
area. Thus, community resources remain to serve the 
credit needs of Its residents, and small businessmen. 

With independent bunking the community knows 
that the owners and managers of their bunk are local 
people whose own future Is tied to the well being of the 
local economy. In giant branch systems and holding 
compunlua, ownership Is widely dispersed and the sole 
concern of the management Is the highest possible 
profit. 

Yet, each lime our legislature meets It Is asked to 
consider changing the banking luws of the state and 
open the door to branching and expansion of holding 
companies. Usually, It Is only bunkers who concern 
themselves with this legislation. But I think It Is In the 
best Interest of every Winchester resident to consider 
the potential effect on our community If big-city banks 
are allowed to control the economic future. Write to 
your state Senators and Representatives and express 
tin Interest In the continuation of Independent banking. 
This Is the surest wuy to guarantee that the funds we 
generate will be used not for giant corporations or for 
multi-million dollar loans lo foreign governments, but 
to strengthen the business and personal Uvea of our 
own neighbors.

sverc broken up into criminal and civil duties. 

The present town constable duties are 
similar to a deputy sheriff or police officer. 
The constable's powers, however, are more 
than those of a police officer and less than 
those of a sheriff. 

While a police officer deals primarily with 
the criminal process, the constable's duties 
may involve him with both criminal and civil 
affairs, although, mostly with civil. 

A constable is bonded (insured) to protect 
the Town of Winchester against an illegal 
arrest. 

A constable is in charge of delivering 
writs, an order commanding the performance 
or nonperformance of an act, such as a 
summons, suppoena, notice, warranl or 
capias (warrant for an arrest). 

Most of the constable's work takes him to 
small claims court. There he deals with 
probate matters, divorces, taxation cases and 
evictions. 

Constables Willianm Ryerson, Robert 
Heitz and Earl Jordan are Winchester's three 
constables. They work independently of each 
other. Their work varies from week to week 
according to the process of the courts.

Among other topics they discussed 
was the incinerator, They agreed with the 
Solid Waste Disposal Study Committee to 
delay until April 8 n resolution at town 
meeting of this long-discussed rebuilding 
project to replace the present facility. An 
agreement in substance has been reached but 
further legal research is going on. 

The Emergency Finance Board will be 
asked for a declaratory Judgment on the 
legality of the proposed contract between 
Winchester and Resources Systems, Inc. The 
private firm wants to build a new facility 
against the river in back of the site because of 
noise. 


The board voted to pay 50 percent of the 
health insurance premium of survivors of 
town employees (mostly widows). 

The selectmen also voted to allow town 
employees to enter into an agreement with 
Blue Cross for master medical coverage. 

Parkview Apartments, 200 Swanton st., 
was given a petrolehm license for the storage 
of 1,000 gallons of gasoline. Owner said 
gasoline is for maintenance of equipment. 

The board met with the Board of Health to 
discuss a complaint that the Winchester 
railroad station waiting room should be 
cleaned up. After discussion of more than an 
hour, it was decided that the Health Board 
will ask the cooperation of the owner. Then if 
the owner refuses to install lights and paint 
over graffiti, they may order him to do so.

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Carl Thomas Papers Are 


Added To Baker Library 


A collection of papers belonging to Carl K. 
Thomas, formerly of 15 Oxford st,, has been 
added to the Baker Library, Harvard 
University Graduate School of Business 
Administration to be among other 
manuscripts and archives. 

Included in the collection are many 
reports relating to economic conditions 
written by Thomas during 1930 — i960; 
correspondence with members of the Har¬ 
vard economics department; nnd his chief 
work. “The Dynamics of Nation Building," a 
five-volume manuscript concerned with hts 
theories relating to the economic causes and 
effects of war in Anglo-Amnerienn history, 
A notice of this acquisition has been sent to 
the Library of Congress by Baker Library for 
inclusion in a forthcoming volume of the 
National Union Catalog of Manuscripts. 

Carl Thomas was horn in Cambridge in 
1898. He did his undergraduate work at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, nftcr 
which he served in the Royal Canadian Air 
Force during World War I. 

He returned to MIT where he received his 
S.B. in physics. He begun his career with the 
Automatic Refrigerating Company of Hart¬ 
ford. Conn . where a laboratory accident in 


1922, while doing experimental research, 
resulted in his losing his sight. 

Despite this handicap, Thomas returned to 
Harvard University where he received his 
MBA icum laude) from the Graduate School 
of Business Administration in 1924, and a 
PhD. in economics in 1935, 

During the period 192B — 29 he received the 
Sheldon Fellowship lo the London School of 
Economics where he studied with Allyn 
Young, theoretical economist, 

While pursuing his doclorate Carl Thomas 
served as an economic consultant to the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 

From 1935 lo 1959 he served as economic 
advisor to the Lehman Corporation of New 
York, being concerned with the application of 
economic research to investment problems. 

From 1944 until he retired in 1964 Thomas 
was an economic consultant to the John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
Boston, During his years with John Hancock, 
despite his blindness, Thomas commuted 
daily to Boston on the B & M train and was a 
well known personality in Winchester, After 
his retirement ho would be seen daily walking 
his dog Dee around the area near his home.

ERRORS IN REPORT 

In the report of Winchester Finance 
Committee, the figures on page 26 applying to 
Soccer are incorrect, distorting, misleading, 
and could be damaging to the inception of 
soccer in the junior high schools. 

The report states, under pupils par¬ 
ticipating, “40.” This is absolutely wrong, 
There has never been less than 60 to 70 boys 
participating, and a year or two ago there 
were near 80. 

The report shows under per pupil cost, 
“$120.” That is also incorrect, according to 
my conversation with Coach Eugene Bouley. 
He said "he had never spent $120 per boy." 

When you divide 60 or 70 boys into their 
“request" figure, $80 or $69 per boy is closer 
to the truth. 

Lacrosse is also incorrect, showing “40" 
boys. There are 63 or 65 boys playing right 
now. That cost figure of “$117.55’’ more ac¬ 
curately is $72 per boy. Coach Bouley told me 
he has consistently corrected the School 
Department’s figure of “40” boys at meetings 
and discussions of budgets through the years. 

I ask, who was responsible for compiling 
those figures for presentation to the Finance 
Committee? 

The resulting damage of errors in their 
report is that one sport could be made to look 
not so expensive as another sport and 
therefore would not appear to be the obvious 
sport to reduce expenditures. 

On the other hand, you can present a low 
cost sport, such as soccer, from appearing as 
an inexpensive sport, which is what it really 
is, by displaying erroneous high figures 

Most unsuspecting town meeting members 
would not be able to decipher that soccer, for 
example, is really a lower cost sport and 
should be given support for consideration for 
the Winchester junior high schools.

MacDonnell Re-elected 
Chairman Park Board 


Albert MacDonnell was reelected to his 
14th term as chairman of the Winchester 
Park Commission at a special organizational 
meeting last Thursday, 

Just a week before the commission ran 
into an impasse when Commissioners 
William Ryerson and Robert Joyce walked 
out in protest over the chairmanship. 

MacDonnell had been nominated to con¬ 
tinue as chairman by Stella Aitken. and 
Ryerson had been nominated by Joyce. Each 
received two votes. The tie-breaking vote 
would have come from Charles Parkhurst 
who was hospitalized. 

When a new chairman could not be elected 
and MacDonnell continued with the meeting 
as though he were reelected, Ryerson 
protested and walked out, with new member 
Joyce following soon afterwards. 

Town counsel Douglas Randall later ad¬ 
vised that until there was a new election and 
to keep the Park Commission working as a 
“continuous body” MacDonnell should 
continue until the board appoints a new 
chairman. 

This second meeting since the recent town 
election began on a similar note to the first 
with the same characters present and 
Parkhurst still absent. 


MacDonnell explained the purpose of the 
special meeting; to elect a chairman. He 
mentioned he was holding a proxy vote from 
Parkhurst which could be opened after 
nominations were all in. 

Mrs. Aitken nominated MacDonnell. 

Ryerson. who noted he felt all members 
should be present and that proxy votes arc 
invalid in this instance, passed. 

And in the midst of nomination presen¬ 
tations. Joyce made what he called a “short 
statement’’pointing out “it is most important 
to have the board work together.” 

He said he had been thinking about 
something Mrs. Aitken had said at the earlier 
meeting: Because of MacDonnell's long 
“experience” and obvious “qualifications" 
he should be chairman. 

So that others on the board might be 
equally qualified, Joyce proposed a com¬ 
promise consideration — elect a vice- 
chairman who could work closely with the 
chairman, provide “a minority report,” and 
gain experience for a future leadership role. 

As a gesture of cooperativeness, Joyce 
ended his statement by seconding the 
nomination of MacDonnell, 

On a voice vote, Ryerson said nothing, 


while Mrs. Aitken and Joyce voted for 
MacDonnell. 

On a motion and further discussion of a 
vice-chairman, Ryerson opposed the idea 
feeling a five-member board too small for two 
leaders. He spoke of each commissioner 
having responsibility for particular concerns. 

Following the same line, MacDonnell said 
though he had not designated particular Jobs 
to board members, each had been overseeing 
certain tasks. He said Mrs. Aitken and 
Parkhurst have an interest in “flowers and 
beauty,” and this is where they have been 
putting attention. 

Mrs. Aitken corrected by celling their 
interest “horticulture and landscaping.” 

Smiling, MacDonnell continued by saying 
former Park Commissioner Bruce Hanes 
looked after waterways and Ryerson kept the 


board informed on matters pertaining to 
Leonard Beach, compost study, and the 
purchase of new land 

Looking at Joyce, MncDonnell said: 
“Whatever is your interest is where you can 
work." Noting n need, he suRRestod Joyce 
might be interested in overseeing Park 
Department equipment. 

Following the negative reaction of the 
vice-chairman idea, Joyce withdrew his 
motion 

Before the 30-minute meeting concluded, 
the group agreed to go through an annual 
election procedure for a chairman, and on a 
motion by Ryerson, gave MacDonnell 
authority to sign the Park Department

Listening to stories on tape, recording 
your voice in a language lab or getting into 
shape with a slimnnstics course are part of 
Winchester High School's curriculum a 
curriculum quite different from what parents 
who toured the high school last week had 
during their school days. 

This is I he second year Winchester parents 
have formally toured the high school. During 
the week of March 18, GO mothers and fathers 
watched the hand practicing, listened in on 
Knglish classes and explored industrial arts 
workshops.

Winchester Hospital 
Same-Day Surgical Program 
Goes Into Effect On April 1 


A new one-day surgical care program will 
go into effect April I at Winchester Hospital. 

The program, designed to accommodate 
certain admissions requiring surgical 
procedures, reduces the period of 
hospitalization while at the same time 
maintains normal standards of patient care. 

Patients will benefit from the program in 
time saved and reduced hospital costs, a 
spokesman said The hospital will benefit 
through more effective use of facilities and 
staff, lie added. 

Under the program, records, laboratory 
tests and X-rays are completed two days 


before the patient is admitted. 

On the day of admission patients report to 
the hospital at 6:45a.m. They are taken to an 
assigned nursing unit and prepared for 
scheduled admission Patients are 
discharged from the hospital at about 4 p.m. 
(he same day. 

Patients will not be permitted to drive 
home alone after discharge. Transportation 
arrangements must be made before entering 
the hospital. In case of an early discharge, the 
hospital will notify the person responsible for 
providing transportation for the patient.

possession and use. and the total ban on the 
sale, use and possession of handguns. 

Buckley is co-sponsor of a bill in the 
legislature to ban handguns with barrels of 10 
inches and under and to limit their possession 
to certain segments of society; members of 
the armed forces, low enforcement officials, 
authorized pistol clubs, employees of armed 
guard agencies and licensed businessmen. 

All would be controlled by the Department 
of Public Safety. In his talk he gave statistics 
on the use of handguns in crime. 

On the subject of marijuana. Buckley 
favors legislation which would call possession 
of marijuana a minor offense to be handled as 
a traffic ticket, imposing a $15 fine. He traced 
the history of marijuana for the students. 


year each. During the first year, students 
iearn simple house wiring; the second year 
they learn to build a five-tube radio; the third 
year, an eight-transistor radio. 

The electronics instructor is urging an 
open house for high schoolers to dispel their 
beliefs that electronics is difficult. 

Structures is a new industrial arts course 
in home maintenance which includes work in 
siding, shingling, wallpapering, installation 
of electrical outlets and buzzers and plum¬ 
bing 

The students are building a six by eight 
foot prefabricated tool shed. They will con¬ 
tract it out and assemble it on a customer’s 
property at cost. 

Teaching in the industrial arts department 
is done, as one instructor said, "from the 
consumer' point of view to be able to talk 
intelligently about machinery or electronics 
with someone and to be a good consumer — to 
know what makes a good stereo," The 
teachers said the Winchester's school 
system’s preoccupation with college 
preparatory courses leaves the student who 
does not want to enter college at a disad¬ 
vantage, The electronics teacher cited the 
situation of an engineer who can't change a 
fuse as an example of the need for an in¬ 
dustrial arts course for a well rounded 
education. 

Gym classes include football for girls and 
boys, badminton, handball, judo, tennis, 
lacrosse, street hockey, gymnastics and 
slimnasties. a weight reducing course with 
barbells and special apparatus for exercises. 

Sophomores switch gym classes every two 
weeks so by the time they arc juniors or 
seniors they experience each activity. 

The language lab with individual cubicles 
microphones and earplugs is an important 
development in terms of private instruction. 
The teacher manages a main console and can 
listen to a student with an intercom and 
correct him without anyone else hearing. 

For students who need experience 
speaking in French. German, Spanish or 
Italian, but are self-conscious about speaking 
in those languages, the lab's cassettes with 
dialogues and exercises, voice recorders and 
tape rewinders are invaluable. 

Purnprofessionuls, mostly with a language 
background, supply services which the in¬ 
structors may be too busy for, such as giving 
exams. 

The English department helps the reading 
and listening processes. Tapes of poems and 
stories are available. 

Other departments loured were social 
studies, science, art. home economics, 
business education, the library, radio station, 
math and guidance

Giarrizzo said consumers are getting billed 
over two-month periods yet their fuel ad¬ 
justment is set at the highest level during that 
time and applied to both months. 

Neither Selectmen William G. Chapman 
Jr. or Chairman Arthur E. Dunbar supported 
the protest and the issue died.The law 
prevents a city or town from acquiring its own 
electric plant unless the utlity is a willing 
seller. 

The final utility matter was a request from 
Congressman Michael J. Harrington that 
Winchester selectmen attend a meeting “to 
discuss strategies for dealing with Boston Gas 
Co.’s proposed rate increases for North Shore 
and Mystic Valley residents." 

Harrington told the board by letter that a 
year ago he opposed the merger of Boston 
Gas with the North Shore and Mystic Valley 
gas companies because "Boston Gas would 
attempt to treat its new customers in a 
discriminatory fashion" as it did when it took 
over other smaller companies. 

Eventually, Cong. Harrington said, Boston 
Gas agreed not to raise its rates for new 
customers greater than rates for its older 
customers. 

"Unfortunately, it has taken Boston Gas 
less than six months to willfully and 
deliberately violate that agreement. 
Presently pending before the Dept, of Public 
Utilities is a Boston Gas Co. request for 
emergency rate relief which will raise the 
rates for our constituents by 6.8 percent while 
only rulsing the rates for its Boston customers 
by 3.9 percent." 

Selectman Smith suggested sending a 
letter to Harrington. Selectman Vito A. 
Giarrizzo appeared willing to join the protest 
but there was no support from the other 
selectmen and the issue ended.

The rejection of the charter change by 
Stoneham voters closes the issue until citizens 
or officials put the matter before the voters 
again. In this case, the town would consider 
establishing a new Charter Commission and 
electing a new nine-member commission 
which would then conduct a completely new 
study. 

To get some background on the subject, 
The Star talked with John Rolli of The 
Stoneham Ledger. 

Rolli said that after Stoneham established 
its Charter Commission in 1971, the nine 
members studied various alternatives to their 
open town meetings and five-member board 
of selectmen. To help with the study, the 
commission brought in two consultants from 
the University of Massachusetts political 
science government department. 

Their final recommendation was based on 
the North Reading form of government which 
has a town manager. Rolli recalls there were 
several open hearings and a lot of discussion 
previous to the election in 1972, yet the 
recommendation was defeated. 

Further, Rolli said: According to home 
rule amendment, after a charter commission 
recommendation appears on a ballot and is 
defeated, the same recommendation, on 
petition by a required number of voters, can - 
come before the electorate again within a 
three-year period. 

During the past two years, said Rolli, there 
has been no talk about a charter change. A 
general apathy of the town was apparent last 
October when the town meeting couldn’t 
conduct Us business because of lack of a 
quorum. 

However, the old proposal was reviewed 
by some, and the League of Women Voters, 
who supported the town manager change, 
along with other Individuals, some from the 
former charter commission, circulated a 
petition and managed to get 1,200 signatures 
to place the earlier charter recommendation 
on the ballot for a second time. 

There were no public discussion and no 
public hearings before the election, Rolli said. 
Calling his comments strictly conjecture, 
Rolli said he feels a lack of understanding of

the question and a general economy at¬ 
mosphere were the reasons the recon¬ 
sideration question •was defeated. 

He explained that some people apparently 
believe because a town manager would be 
responsible for the Department of Safety and 
Inspection, town finance, administration and 
another job, that four new positions would 
materialize. 

Another gripe voiced by some of the 
people, he said, was that the charter proposal 
stipulates that a 4-5th vote of selectmen would 
be necessary to remove the town manager. 
"All he (town manager) would need would be 
to get in good with two selectmen and be set,” 
Rolli said some people said. 

With a projected tax rate increase of 20 
percent, and the prospects of paying 525,000 
plus for town manager (believing that ad¬ 
ditional jobs would be created) Rolli guesses 
"money” to be the major reason for rejection. 

The only publicity prior to the recent 
election was a booklet sent to all residents and 
a newspaper advertisement opposing the 
charter change. 

Rolli notes that of the 351 cities and townB 
in the state, only 73 have elected charter 
commissions. Of that total, only 30 
municipalities have adopted charter changes 
recommended, 

In their recent election, Stoneham voters 
against the charter change numbered 2,118; 
those for the change were 1,522. 

In Winchester, voters chose to give 
selectmen power to expand the health in¬ 
surance coverage of survivors of town em¬ 
ployees by paying 50 percent of their health 
insurance premiums. The tally was: Yes, 
2,321; No. 1,116. 

The charter question in Stoneham was 
different, Stoneham voters, who established a 
charter commission in 1971, were asked to 
reconsider a charter change. Their recom¬ 
mendations were turned down by the elec¬ 
torate (2,377 against, 1,629 for) in 1972. 

In Stoneham voters were asked to approve 
the same question — pay ing 50 percent of the 
premium costs of surviving spouses of an 
active or retired employee. This was rejected 
by voters: Yes, 1,383; No, 2,205. 

Defeat of this question, Rolli believes, was 
because town employees "have received 
appreciable gains and benefits” recently. 

First, at a special town meeting, premium 
coverage was changed from 50-50 (employees 
and town each paying 50 percent) to 80-20 with 
the town paying 80 percent. 

Second, last September, according to state 
statute, municipalities wee given the option 
to decide the type of coverage of employees. 

The Stoneham insurance advisory com¬ 
mittee brought a package to selectmen giving 
'‘master medical” benefits for both retired 
and non-retired employees. 

According to Rolli, there is an article on 
the town warrant to reduce this by G0-40 next 
week. Rolli closed his remarks with “the 
mood of the town is not to spend.”
